Salvation army holiday entertainment for the 
little children of the western part of Engle- 
wood last evening Capt. A. W. Follet, chief 
of the army in that section of the city, suf- 
fered injuries which caused his death. 

A few moments before the doors were to be 
thrown open to the children a gae tank, 
which the captain was testing for a magic 
lantern show, exploded with dire effects 
The captain was fatally hurt; his wife, who 
was helping him, was buried in débris and 
seriously hurt; and their 16 year old daugh- 
ter, also aiding in the preparations, was 
blown through a plate glass window. The 
girl fell across the street car tracks and nar- 
rowly missed being run over by à car. 

The hall i at 6337 South Halsted street. 
One hundred children, clamoring for en- 
trance and expecting belated Christmas pres- 
ents, were saved from possible death and 
certain injuries by the margin of a few min- 
utes, 

Hall Is Completely Wrecked. 
The hall, blazing a few moments before 
in full Christmas cheer, was wrecked com- 
pletely. Many of the impatient children on 
the sidewalk, who had pressed their noses 
against the glass for an hour to view the 
wondrous thin in store for them, were 
hurled to the ground and cut by the powdery

The concussion was heard half a mile away. 
Mothers whose children had started for the 
hall made great haste to the scene. In the 
grocery store on one side of the hal] the 
bottles danced a jig for three minutes, and 
in the undertaker’s shop on the other side 
the coffins were jarred from their shelves. 

The only thing that remained in the hall 
where plaster was ripped clean from every 
portion, were two signs. One read: 

Jesus saves.“ 

The other read: 

Where will you spend eternity?“

Ready for the Christmas Crowd. 

The accident occurred at 7 o'clock. No 
one was imu the hall but Capt. Follet, his wife, 
and theirdaughter. Pilesof Christmas pres- 
ents were awaiting distribution, and Capt. 
Follet, who has been im the district but a few 
weeks, coming from Mason City, Ia., decided 
to add to this a magic lantern show. 

He intended to give pictures and a lecture 
on scenes in Germany and Holland. He had 
done the same thing for five years, and con- 
sidered himself familiar with the arrange- 
ments. The gas tank did bt work well, and 
when all was ready but that he stepped over 
to it and began tinkering with it. 

How Is the light, captain?’ asked his wife. 

“J will give it one more test,“ he an- 
swerve, hunting for a match. Tell those 
children not to be so impatient; that they 
will get in in just a minute,’’ he added to hig 

laughter, who stood on the window ledge 
smiling at the expectant faces pressed 
against the pane. 

The captain lit the match and applied it to 
the burner. 

There was a great muffled roar. Follow- 
ing the flash there was darkness and the 
sound of children screaming and running 
down the street. Some were seen picking 
themselves up from the road and sidewalk. 
One person was seen to be carried through 
the air as by a cyclone. 

This was Cadet Goldie. She grazed the 
rear of a south bound Halsted street car and 
fell across the tracks. 

Calls to Her Husband. 

Inside was a scene of utter ruin. Mrs. 
Follet awoke from the shock to find herself 
buried under fallen material. 

Where are you, captain? she called to 
her husband. 

Here,“ came his voice; 
to get me out of here.“ 

„Where are you? she called again, find- 
ing herself unable to move. 

Here, all blown to pieces,“ came the weak 
answer. 

The third time she called she received no 
answer. He had fainted._ 

Patrolman D. Dennigan was calied. He 
made his way through the smoking wreck 
and found Mrs, Follet. She was overcome 
by the shock, but revived in the air, and 
found herself Uttle hurt. The captain was 
picked up insensible. He was taken to the 
Englewood Union hospital. Four hours later 
he died. c 

Some on the Sidewalk Are Hurt. 

The others who were injured were stand- 
ing on the sidewalk. If the hall had been 
packed with children when the explosion 
came it is certain that some of them would 
have been killed. 

Women came crowding up with terror writ- 
ten on their faces. They found their chil- 
dren and went away relieved. 

The force of the concussion could be seen 
in the walls. The keys of the plaster were 
stripped clean. One chair had been drivens 
foot into the wall and was sticking there. 
Another stuck in a rear window. Great 
holes were torn in the floor. The piano had 
been thrown to one side, and everything in 
the room except the religious signs had been

SPORTS MAKE BOYS LIARS 


Educator Says They Also Produce 


Cheats and Gamblers. 


‘FRENZIED’ SYSTEM GRILLED, 


State Teachers at Springfield Vote 
Adversely to Football.

Springfield, III., Dec. 27.—[Special.}—Lying, 
cheating, gambling, swindling, dissipated 
men—this is the harvest reaped from the col- 
lege athletic field as it was pictured today 
by speakers at the meeting of the college 
section of the Illinoig Teachers’ association. 
In the picture the college man was shown 
in the several stages of the transition. 

He was painted as a liar attempting to de 
fend the athletic reputation of his college by 
sacrificing its honor in whitewashing the 
records of disqualified athletes; he was shown 
on the side lines in the garb of a common 
gambler placing pets on the favorite team; 
he was cast in the role of a swindling specu- 
lator in tickets; he was pictured at the end 
of his four years’ college career as a hag- 
gard, gaunt man with the look of dissipation 
in his face, starting into his greater life with 
a reputation on the gridiron, but with money 
prostituted ideale as his assets. 

This composite slowly was developed by 
half a dozen speakers, and when the last 
speaker had put the finishing touches upon 
the picture a resolution was presented by 
W. H. Blanchard, president of Wheaton col- 
lege, calling upon the colleges of the state to 
abolish football for a year to allow time for 
the careful preparation of new rules. 


Mild Resolution Is Adopted. 

Such action was regarded as so extreme 
as to preclude the possibility of its execution, 
and a substitute resolution putting the con- 
feremce on record as unequivocally opposed 
to athletics as they now exist was adopted. 
This milder measure was introduced by A. R. 
Taylor, pfesident of Milliken college of De- 
catur, and it declared the association to be in 
hearty sympathy with any movement calcu- 
lated to eliminate the evil from football and 
other college sports and to produce clean 
athletics. 

It is a decade since the members of the 
association took any official recognition of 
college sports, and the action means, briefly, 
that the college presidents of Illinois will join 
hands to enforce any reform generally advo- 
cated, whether it shall originate in the east 
or west, with college faculties, college con- 
ference, or with such authorities as Caspar 
Whitney and Walter Camp. 

The question of the present status and 
character of college athletics was introduced 
at the’session of the college faculty members 
and presidents by Prof. H. A. Hollister of 
the University of Illinois. Prof. Hollister de- 
clared “ frenzied ”’ is a proper adjective to 
be used in describing college athietics as 
they exist today. 

“The college man no longer is satisfied 
with the mere trophies of victory,“ he said, 
“but must sink to the level of the mere 
gambler for the sake of possible gain. 

He declared the outlook was dismal, but 
expressed a hope that the present widespread 
agitation would bear fruit. He deprecated 
the fact that college men feel impelled to 
back their teams with money to give teams 
greater incentive to best effort. 


Present Athletics Are “Frenzied.”’ 


“ Frenzied ie the right word for it all,“ he 
asserted, “and nothing but the degeneracy 
of ideale among Americans can result from 
the extreme pressure put upon a handful of 
men who are put to the front on the athietic 
field. 

Well may college authorities ask again 
and again if all that is possible is being done 
without trespassing on the ground of per- 
sonel prerogative to prevent the forms of 
weakness and physical degeneracy that al- 
ways result from intemperance in any form. 

“It never will do to make our physical 


training and our sports merely mechanism. 


for determining survivaie on the one hand 


and maintaining college honor and prowess | 


on the other hand. These things have their 
place, but they are far from being all in all 
of physical training or the goal of it. 
„There is many a young man and a young 
woman who is as much or more in need of 
training in grace of movement and ease of 
bearing such as would be induced by exer- 


cise in esthetic dance steps than are in need 
of heavy work with apparatus in the gym- 
naslum.“ 


Underfeeding a Student Peril. 

Speaking on the physical side of college life 
from an entirely different viewpoint, Dr. 
Hollister urged that the underfeeding of 
college students by penurious boarding house 
keepers had made thousands of students 
anzmic to the point of a complete break- 
down. 

President Blanchford declared the faculty 
members follow the tooting of the horn of 
the student rooters instead of making the 
students follow their lead. After declaring 
the college athletics, as now organized, pro- 
duced liars, gamblers, and swindiers, he m- 
troduced the resolution which was substi- 
tuted for the Taylor resolution. 

At a meeting of the principals’ section of 
the asscciation at the same hour a move. 
ment was started calculated to result in the 
shortening of the elementary school course 
from eight to seven years. The entire meet- 
ing was given over to a discussion of this 
plan. 

May Cut Elementary Course. 

All the speakers were inclined to favor the 
scheme, although they felt a more thorough 
investigation of the subject should be made 
before definite action was taken. As a re- 
sult a committee composed of State Supt. 
Alfred Bayliss, J. Stanley Brown of Joliet, 
J. A. Long of Streator, L. C. Lord of Charles 
ton, and E. E. Van Cleave of Mount Vernon 
was appointed to consider the question in all 
its phases, and report at the next meeting of 
the convention. 

At the forenoon session of the convention 
proper the speakers were W. J. Sutherland, 
W. G. Frost, and Miss Grace Reed of Chica- 
go. In the afternoon all the different sections 
held their annual meetings. Before the child 
study section the speakers were Stephen 8. 
Colvin of the University of Illinois, J. H. 
Freeman, and Frank G. Bruner of Chicago. 
Prof. Freeman of the Illinois school for the 
blind exhibited Emma Kubicek, a second 
Helen Keller. 

At tonight's session State Supt. Bayliss de- 
livered his annual address on Educational 
Progress in Illinois,’’ and declared there has 
been a notable increase in the average sal- 
ary paid to teachers in the state, although 
6.243 teachers still receive only $40 a month. 
He said only half of the children of high 
school age in Illinois could be accommodat- 
ed in the public high schools, although the 
number of school buildings was increased 
from 258 in 1895 to 321 in 1900 and to 416 in 


1905. 


BOY OF 8 ACCIDENTALLY 
SHOOTS HIS TWIN SISTER. 


Jessie Bast Perhaps Fatally Wounded 
by Bullet from Small Target Rifle 
Fired by Brother. 


By the accidental discharge of @ small 
target rifle yesterday Dillon Bast, 8 years 
old, perhaps fatally wounded his twin sister, 
Jessie Bast. The children live in Warsaw, 
Ind., and are visiting their aunt, Mrs. Mary 
Ackerman, 237 Chestnut street. 

The bullet struck the child in the lower 
lip, and, piercing the tongue, is believed to 
have lodged in the back of the throat. At the 
Policlinic hospital physicians had slight 
hopes for her recovery. 

The Bast children have been visiting their 
aunt since Christmas. They were to have 
returned to their home last night. Their 
father and mother were telegraphed for and 
arrived in the city in the afternoon. 

Little Dillon, when questioned by Capt. 
Healy, said he had found the rifle behind 
the plano. He was examining it when it 
was accidentally discharged.

JOY MORTON BADLY HURT. 


Head of Great Salt Corporation Is 
Thrown Heavily from Horse. 


UNCONSCIOUS FOR 8 HOURS. 


Serious Accident Marks Christmas 
_ Visit to Nebraska Estate. 


Nebraska City, Neb., Dec. 27.—[ Special. 
Joy Morton, eldest of the three sons of the 
late J. Bterling Morton, and head of the 
great salt corporation, was seriously injured 
today by being thrown from his horse, and 
tonight is still in a critical condition at 
Arbor Lodge, the homestead of the Morton 
estate near Nebraska City, 

The seriousness of Mr. Morton's injuries 
cannot be definitely stated, as the members of 
his family will not discuss his condition, and 
the physicians who were called are reticent. 
It is known, however, that for eight hours 
after the accident he was unconscious. 

The doctor first summoned called other 
physicians into consultation at intervals dur- 
ing the day and an urgent summons-~wastent 
to Omaha for a surgeon.

The utmost reserve concerning the injury 
was maintained by the Morton family and 
news of its severe nature did not reach the 
public until late this afternoon, when the 
surgeon from Omaha was sent for to assist 
the local physician.

Mr. Morton came to Nebraska City last 
week with his son Sterling to spend the 
Christmas holidays with his wife, who, on 
account of ill health, has been making Arbor 
Lodge her home for a year. The son has 
been at Princeton attending school. 

They both were in Nebraska last on the 
occasion of the unveiling of the statue to 
Mr. Morton's father, J. Sterling Morton, 
which occurred in October, Grover Cleveland 
and other distinguished men of Mr. Cleve- 
land's cabinet making the trip out of respect 
for the memory of J. Sterling Morton. 


Forest it was said that the injuries sustained 
by Joy Morton were not alurming. ‘Phe ac- 
cident was not considerd sufficiently serious 
to demand Mark Morton's presence at the 
bedside of the injured man, and he will not 
go to Nebraska.

Now York, Dec. 27.—[Special.}]—Col. Will- 
lam D. Mann did not appear today for cross 
examination in connection with the Collier 
libel case. He had neuralgia and sent a 
doctor's certificate. 

The defense asked for Justice uel. He 
also was sick. Asa third choice William L. 
Danielg, treasurer of the Town Topics.Pub- 
lishing company, was put on the stand. 

‘From him James W. Osborne, attorney for 
the defendants, got the admission ‘that Col. 
Mann knew in advance of the publication of 
“ America’s Smart-Set,” also that Mann ap- 
proved of the schéme. Further, he himself 
was the treasurer not only of Town Topics, 
but of America’s Smart Set. This is the 
book to which Col. Mann referred in a let- 
ter to the Mobile Register, as a swindling 
publication.“ , 

Mr. Osborne managed to find several varta - 
tions between Mr. Daniels’ statement to the 
district attorney last July and his present 
testimony. 

The defense seems to be able to produce a 
document whenever it is needed. Today after 
nagging Daniels for half an hour, Mr. Os- 
berne got out of him the information that 
he had lent $1,000 to Wooster to start ‘* Amer- 
ica’s Smart Set,“ that he was to get the 
money back, and also a bonus of $1,500 in re- 
turn for the loan, but that he was not a part- 


ner. 
Traitor in Mann’s Camp. 


Mr. Osborne asked for the contract. Mr. 
Daniels said he believed that his contract 
was lost. Then Mr. Osborne signaled to 
Detective Flood of the district attorney's 
office, who handed over a copy of the con- 
tract in Daniels’ own handwriting. It was 
an agreement of joint copartnership ” by 
which Daniels, after getting back his $1,000, 
was to receive 10 per cent of the profits. 

Evidently, some one who was close to the 
activities centering in the office of Town 
Topics,” is standing in with the other side. 
This was the best day, so-far for the defense.

He said that Col. Mann 
is president of the company. There is no 
vice president. The owners and directors 
are Col. Mann, his daughter, and Justice 
Devel. He had not the slightest connection 
with the editorial end. 


Osborne Stirs Up a Row. 


Osborne began to inquire into the finances 
of the firm. The Mann faction raised a 
storm of objection. 

The question is pertinent.“ he said. “The 
alleged libel stated that Col. Mann can’t pay 
a dollar, that a civil debt cannot be collected 
from him: That's the only real point of pos- 
sible libel. The rest is only a matter of 
opinion. I propose to show that this is true.“ 

Daniels testified that the Town Topics ac- 
count is in the Garfield National bank, 

Is there such an account as William D. 
Manning, agent?“ 

After long questioning Daniels admitted 
that there had been such an account in the 
Second National bank. He didn’t know 
whether Col. Mann had a private bank ac- 
count anywhere. The “Wm. D. Manning, 
agent,“ account, was to pay contributors who 
didn’t want the name of Town Topics on their 
checks. 

Daniels said that only three or four pay- 
ments for Fads and Fancies came into 
the office after he went to work there in 1902. 

While Col. Mann was in Europe the Wm. 
D. Manning, agent,’ account was put in my 
name in the Windsor Trust company.“ said 
Daniels. 


Fads Still Open for Coons“ f 


Daniels testified that Fads and Fancies ”’ 
was open for subscribers until the end of 
1904. It was never really closed until it went 
to the binder. 

As a matter of fact, you could get into 
it now, couldn't you?“ asked Osborne. Mr. 
Osborne met with some objections at this 
point, to which he answered: 

J propose to show that they got a book 
ready for which they collected $1,500, $3,500, 
$10,000, and that they never had any intent 
even to send it to the printer until it was 
written up in the public press, and they had 
to make good.”’ 

Daniels explained his connection with 
* America’s Smart Set.“ Wooster wanted 
money to financeit. Daniels, taking Wooster 
on recommendation of Col. Mann, lent him 
$1,000. Daniels was to receive $1,500 bonus, 
and he was to have $100 from each paid sub- 
scription until the debt was paid. To secure 
himself and for no other reason he acted as 
treasurer. He thought that Col. Mann knew 
nothing about the scheme. 

Here Osborne signaled to Detective Flood 
and got a typewritten paper.

“Col, Mann said that Wooster had pre- 
sented ‘a scheme for the publication of a 
book, and that he, Mann, thought highly of 
the scheme. Wooster said that the bock 
he referred to was America's Smart Set.“ 

This caused Osborne to go at the witness 
with considerable roughness. Osborne asked 
if the agreement was in writing. Daniels 
answered that it was, but was modified 
verbally. Then Osborne read from the paper,

AGENT THUS INTERPRETS 
SALVAGE CLAIM. 


SHIP 


Milwaukee Man Wants $10,000 from 
Owners of Steamer Parnell, Burned 
Dec. 1, Saying His Boat Endeavored 
to Rescue Distressed Vessel—Capt. 
Dennis Sullivan Declares Craft a 
Total Loss, Hence Charge Must Be 
for Bringing Crew of 17 to Shore. 


A bill for salvage received yesterday by 
Capt. Dennis Sullivan, agent for lake steam- 
ers, was interpreted by him as being a claim 
for saving human lives. The bill, for $10,000, 
was sent by H. J. Pauly, general shipping 
broker, Milwaukee. Mr. Pauly said this 
amount was due him for the efforts put forth 
by his steamer, the Harlem, to save the 
Charles Stewart Parnell, owned by M. J. 
Cummings. 

As the Parnell was a total loss, Capt. Sul- 
livan reasoned that the only excuse for the 
claim was fonrescuing the crew. He said the 
bill would not be paid, that it was outrageous. 

The Parnell was burned Dec.1. The vessel 
was loaded with coal, and was bound up the 
lake. While it was in distress the Harlem 
came up and eventually brought the crew of 
seventeen to port. Capt. Sullivan denied that 
the Harlem had accomplished anything to 
place his principal in the debt of its owner. 


Sends Bill and Letter. 

The bill ts as foliows : 

Owners of steamer Charles Stewart Parnell to 
steamer Harlem, Dr. 

To services rendered in assisting to save property; 
also rescuing and landing crew at e gue 
$10,000. 

With the bill this letter was sent to Mr. 
Cummings, a resident of Oswego, N. Y.: 

You will kindly mail me your check for the above 
account or arrange for the settlement thereof with- 
out delay. : . 

Sullivan Resists the Claim. 

While this bill refers to services rendered 
in saving property,“ Capt. Sullivan said, no 
property was saved. The steamer was a 
total loss. The crew had escaped in small 
boats and were within five miles of land and 
rowing to it when picked up by the Harlem. 
So the bill is solely for saving lives. and 
under the laws of the United States, the 
master of the boat could have had his li- 
cense revoked if he had not used every effort 
to save the lives ot these men, if they had 
needed saving. 

„I never heard of such a claim W It 
will not be paid.“ 


Denies Charge for Saving Lives. 

Milwaukee, Wis., Dec. 27.—[Special.]—“ We 
ask no. pay for saving the crew of the steam- 
er Parnell, Mr. Pauly said this evening. 
“We have put in a claim, however, for 
$10,000 for services rendered when the Par- 
nell was on fire. When the Harlem reached 
the scene the Parnell’s bow was on fire and 
the steamer had been abandoned by its 
crew. The Harlem’s crew got a line to the 
Parnell and some of the crew went aboard 
to try and-put out the fire. 

“‘ Suddenly the fire spread all over the Par- 
nell and the Harlem nearly took fire before 
dropping the burning craft. The effort to 
run the Parnell aground also had to be given 
up. The crew of the Harlem saved the life- 
boat from.the burnéd boat, with other val- 
uable property. Our claim is for service ren- 
dered in trying to save the ship.”

CHICAGO AID FOR MEMPHIS 


$1,000,000 TO CHECK RUN AFTER 
THREE BANKS FAIL. 


Merchants’ Trust Company, American 
Savings, and Mechanics’ Savings 
Compelled to Close — Disaster Is 
Charged to Improper Banking 
Methods — Nearly $3,000,000 Due 
Depositors and Only $30,000 in the 
Vaults. 


Memphis. Tenn., Dee. 27.—[Special.]—Chi- 
cago bankers came to the rescue of Memphis 
business interests with upwards of $1,000,000 
in cash and credits today, when the failure of 
the Merchants’ Trust confmany, the Amer- 
ican Savings Bank and Trust company, and 
the Mechanics’ Savings bank became known. 

As a result of the prompt action of the 
Chicago banks, other Memphis banks were 
fortified in anticipation of a run, which, 
however, has not materialized. 

The failure of the Merchants’ Trust com- 
pany was anticipated by a heavy withdrawal 
of deposits on Tuesday. The other two banks 
were allied concerns and went down with the 
main company. 


Crash Due to Bad Banking. 

A determination to do all the business of 
the city and ‘continuous warfare on the 
other banks in the city is said to be responsi- 
ble for the crash. Loans which other banks 
refused were gobbled up by the Merchants’ 
Trust company, and bad business risks and 
poor judgment was/the cause of the trouble. 
The bank had only $30,000.in cash on hand, 
although it owed its depositors more than 
$2,000,000. 

Rumors that the’ Merchants’. Trust com- 
pany was in trouble were rife for several days 
and yesterday there was a steady withdrawal 
of deposits. 

Late last night the directors met and de- 
cided to place the bank in the hands of a 
receiver. Chancellor Neiskell was applied to 
and he named John Edmondson receiver. 
This morning the bank did not open and a 
notice that it would go into liquidation was 
posted on the door and signed by Felix T. 
Pope as president. 


Allied Banks Are Closed. 

Later in the day the American Savings 
bank and the Mechanics’ Savings bank closed 
their doors. 

A condensed statement of the condition of 
the Merchants’ Trust company. at the close 
of business Dec. 26 was given out as follows 
Total assets, $3,665,055; indebtedness of every 
character to depositors, 52, 182,319; all other

STORMS ASKED 10 RESIGN. 


MORE IRREGULARITIES IN AC- 
COUNTS OF INDIANA OFFICIAL. 


Gov. Hanly’s Experts Examining the 
Books of Accused Secretary of State 
Report Further Discrepancies — 
None of Principals Will Talk—Ex- 
ecutive Determined on Houseclean- 
ing at Capitol—Friends Urge Officer 
Not to Give Up His Post. : 


Indianapolis, Ind., Dec. 27.—[{Special.]— 
Daniel E. Storms, serving his second term as 
secretary of state, today was asked to resign 
by Gov. Hanly on account of further irftegu- 
larities discovered in his office by the auditing 
committee which has been at work under the 
direction. of the governor for the last two 


months. 

The request for the secretary's resignation 
came after a long conference at which Gov. 
Hanly, Attorney General Miller, and Storms 
were present, but none of the parties would 
discuss the matter. 


Storms Refusey to Talk. 


When Storms was asked regarding the re- 
port he refused to make any reply and Gov. 
Hanly, when asked to confirm or deny it, 
declared that he had nothing to say. 

Several days ago it developed that Storms 
had failed to settle in full with the state in 
July, having been short at that time some 
$20,000, and that hen the time for the Octo- 
ber settlement arrived, he could meet his 
obligations to the.state only by appealing to 
his bondsmen and placing his securities in 
the hands of a trustee. The amount raised 
at that time was $77,000, and it was paid 
to the state treasurer. 

The friends of Storms are urging him to 
stand his ground and refuse to resign, and he 
has been advised by competent lawyers that 
Gov. Hanly- has no power to remove him, he 
being a constitutional officer and subject to 
removal by the legislature only, and that 
after impeachment and trial. 


Hanly Wants House Cleaning. 

Friends of the governor say he is deter- 
mined to Rave a.thorough housecleaning, 
and that that was his purpose when he ap- 
pointed experts to investigate the books of 
the state officers. He and Storms have been 
friends for years, practicing law at Lafay- 
ette, and each is under obligations to the 
other for the offices that they now hold. The 
governor's talk with Storms was ot a friend- 
ly nature and wholly divorced from bitter- 
ness, but he made it plain that if his request 
was not complied with he would have to re- 
sort to other means.

He stands No. 6 in a class of 
100 members and ranks as a star member.

STATE EMPLOYMENT BUREAU 
TELLS OF DEMAND FOR MEN. 


Thousands of Places Have Gone Beg- 
_ging in Last Year with No Takers— 
Positions Secured for 46,173 People 
During the Twelve Months—Union 
Loop Company Has Standing Order 
for Workers Past Middle Life—Dull 
Now Because of Mild Weather. 


Are you out of a job? 

Your quickest way to\get one is to march 
straigtit into a state f employment bu- 
reau—there is one at 429 Wabash avenue—and 
enroll yourself on the books of Supt. George 
W. Geary. During the last. twelve months, 

according to the annual report just issued, 
11,582 jobs have gone a-begging through the 
four state offices without a single taker. 

Employers have been clamoring for men— 
young men, middle aged men, and even old 
men—anybody who was not actually feeble. 
In the face of the unprecedented demand for 
labor—much of it from the railroads and the 
contractors—the “ 46 year limit has melted 
away into a tradition. In fact, one big em- 
ployer—the Union Loop company—has given 
Supt. Geary a standing order for men over 50 
years of age. 

“We want men who appreciate a job and 
will. not leave us in the lurch,“ was the com- 
pany’s explanation. 


Close of Phenomenal Year. 

“ Yes; this has been a phenomenal year, 
said Supt. Geary. “ Things are light today., 
of course, owing to the mild weather, which 
hee delayed the ice cutting season and the 
loggings camps. But the first. heavy fall of 
enow and cold snap will clean the streets of 
idle men—if the men really want to work. 

“This office of mine is one of three main- 
tained in Chicago by the state of Illinois. The 
other two are under Supt. Charles M. Me- 
Mahon at 259 North Clark street, and under 
Supt. . P. Revere at Canal and Randolph 
streets. There is still another at Peoria. 

„Our busiest season—in filling positions 
for men—extends through July, August, and 
September, and for women through Septem- 
ber and October, when families return from 
summer outings and need domestic help. 
Today the biggest calls for help come from 
the ice companies—when the weather is 
right—and the hotels and private homes. 

“Those are the commonplace callings 
which we fill, but we have lots of others tha: 
are unique. In July a bridge engineer came 
in here out of a job and dead broke and we 
secured a position for him in Ohio with the 
Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton. We have 
placed several hotel managers in the smaller 
country hotels. Draftsmen, bookkeepers, 
and clerks are on our books by the thousand. 

Once in a while one of the men whom we 
have helped drops in to tell us about his luck. 
I recall one man whom we fixed up three 
years ago in a small summer hotel not far 
from Chicago. Today he owns the placa 
Some fellows you can't keep down. 


End of Forty-five Year Rule. 

“The 45 year limit has gone by the board 
completely this year, and I don’t expect to 
see it revived. Public sentiment has helped 
to Kill it, but the common sense of the em- 
ployers has done more. We get lots of calls 
for men over 60 years of age.“

Boston, Mass., Dec. 27 .— [Special. I The 
burden of acknowledging congratulatory 
messages and gifts on Christmas and other 
times having grown onerous, Mrs. Mary G. 
Baker Eddy has placed a bar to them. The 
new rule in the bylaws of the Christian 
Science church will save its head much time 
and her followers much expense. 

The new section is added to section 4 of 
article XI., which is entitled: Duty of 
God and reads: 

Members of this church who turn their 
attention from the divine being to person- 
ality, sending gifts, congratulatory dis- 
patches, or letters to the pastor emeritus on 
Thanksgiving, Christmas, New Tear, or 
Easter, break a rule of this church and are 
amenable therefor.“ 

In some quarters outside of ranks of Chris- 
tian Scientists this rule has been interpreted 
as aiming to discourage gift giving general- 
ly among the people of this belief. Alfred 
Farlow, head of the Christian Science pub- 
lication committee and former president of 
the mother church, disclaimed this meaning. 

I do not understand the bylaws applies 
to Christian Scientists exchanging gifts 
among themselves or with other friends,“ 
he said. So far as I know, it means simply 
what it says, that members of the church are 
not to send messages and gifts to Mrs. Eddy.” 


THINKS LAWSON IS NOT LOSING. 


Frank Rockefeller, Brother of J. D., 
Takes View Indicating That Fam- 
ily Feud Is More Bitter. 


Cleveland, O., Dec. 27.—[{Special. ]—* I don’t 
think Thomas W. Lawson of Boston is going 
to be cleaned up, said Frank Rockefeller at 
his office here tonight. He evidently ts wish- 
ing the Boston financier well in his fight 
against the Standard Oil crowd and Wall 
street. 

Frank has been at outs with his brother, 
John D., for years, and his comment today 
shows that this enmity is growing more bit- 
ter. I have an idea that Lawson has made 
more money in the last few weeks than he 
ever did before,“ Rockefeller continued. My 
views are just a guess, but I feel sure Lawson 
is far too shrewd a speculator ever to have 
let himself get short of the market as re- 
ports have made him out.”

John Gordon, Who Incurred Enmity of 
Colored Students, Resigns from 
Washington Institution. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 27.—The trustees of 
Howard university today accepted the resig- 
nation of President John Gordon, to take ef- 
fect at the end of the present school year, 
and granted him a leave of absence after 
Jan. 1. Dean Frederick D. Fairfield of the 
collegiate department will be acting presi- 
dent. 

Dr. Gordon offered his resignation after 
a demonstration made against him by the 
negro students several weeks ago, when he 
was hissed and jeered and the student body 
filed out of the chapel. 

Dr. Gordon came to the university from 
Tabor college, Iowa, two years ago, and the

ACTRESS APPEALS TO. FRANCE 
AGAINST AMERICAN TRUST. 


Divine Sarah Asks Ambassador Jus- 
serand to Protest Against the The- 
atrical Trust’s Discrimination 
Against Her as a French Citisen— 

asserts That She Is Barred Out of 
Playhouses in Texas and Louisiana 
After She Had Made Contracts. | 


Washington, D. C., Dee. 27.—[Special.J— 


The action of the theatrical syndicate in 
closing its theaters in the state of Texas 
and in the city of New Orleans against Mme. 
Sarah Bernhardt may be the basis of inter- 
national correspondence between the French 
government and the state department. 
Smarting under what she terms the unlaw- 
ful discrimination of the controlling infiu- 
ences of the so-called trust against a citizen 
of the French republic, Mme. Bernhardt to- 
day made representations to the French 
ambassador, M. Jusserand, which caused 
him to take cognizance of the condition of 
affairs. He requested that a completestate- 
ment be made to him in order that he might 
review the case with the idea of securing for 


his countrywoman the treatment she claims: 


she is justly and lawfully entitled to not only 
by virtue of her position as a public char- 
acter, but more especially as a citizen of a 
friendly republic. 


In League Against Her. 

The appeal against the action of the trust 
was made today by Charles E. Strine, Mme. 
Bernhardt's general business manager, who 
spent some time at the embassy with M. 
Jusserand and laid the entire case before 
him. 

The representations made by Mr. Strine on 
her behalf and that of the directors of her 
American tour were to the effect that com- 
mercial interests were banded against Mme. 
Bernhardt because of the opposition of her 
managers to the theatrical syndicate, and 
that this discrimination which bars her from 
theaters in New Orleans and Texas nt only 
affects her personally, but also a large num- 
ber of French people as well in New Orleans 
and Texas who have expressed a desire to 
have her include that territory in her itin- 
erary. 

Tells of Contracts Broken. 

Bookings for Texas cities and New Orleans 
were made some months ago in the syndicate 
theaters, it is claimed, but were summarily 
canceled about ten days ago, and Mme. Bern- 
hardt was informed that she would not ap- 
pear in any of them. ° 

It is this action by the synd@icate in with- 
drawing these bookings that is the basis of 
the representations of the French ambassa- 
dor. A complete record of the case will be 
made for M. Jusserand in a few days, and 
there may be some concert of action with 
reference to the John Doe proceedings now 
being brought against the syndicate in New 
York by District Attorney Jerome. 

M. Jusserand was asked by Mme. Bern- 
hardt to voice a protest in connectidh with 
these proceedings, and he has taken the mat- 
ter under advisement until he makes a review 


| of the case, which will be prepared for his 


examination by Mme. Bernhardt’s attorney.

Corporation Counsel Files 


Brief at Washington At- 


tacking Jurisdiction. 
INSISTS ON STATE COURT. 


Pleads Statute Limiting Rights 
of Assignee of Note to Those 
of Assignor. 


‘ 
James Hamilton Lewis made it plain that 


he is the corporation counsel yesterday. He. 


took personal charge of the “ ninety-nine 
year case,” to be heard by the Supreme court 


of the United States next Tuesday, and the 


first thing he did Was to file at Washington 
a supplemental brief attacking the legality 
of the receivership of the Union Traction 
company, and in consequence the jurisdic- 
tion of Judge Grosscup over the property. 

It was done against the advice of ex-Cor- 
poration Counsel Tolman, who conducted 
the case in the lower court, and has.been 
retained by the city to argue it in the Su- 
preme court, but Clarence 8. Darrow, an- 
other of the special counsel, applauded the 
act, and S. S. Gregory, also retained in the 
case, remarked: 

It is an able brief and I am at liberty 
to say so, as I had nothing to do with draw- 
ing it. It certainly opens up an interesting 
question.” . 


Puts New Phase on Litigation. 


This unexpected action by the corporation 
counsel puts an entirely new phase on the 
litigation between the city and the Union 
Traction company over the latter b Ninety- 
nine year rights.“ The Supreme court is 
asked to decide, as part of the appeal from 
the decision of Judge Grosscup giving his in- 
terpretation of those rights, whether that 
judge had any right to decide the case at all. 
The ground on which his jurisdiction is at- 
tacked is that if it was necessary to appoint 
receivers for the Union Traction company 
the receivership proceedings should have 
been brought in the state and not the federal 
courts. 

W. W. Gurley, general counsel for the com- 
pany, claims he has a complete legal defense 
to the point made by Col. Lewis, and the lat- 
ter acknowledges that perhaps there may be 
something in Mr. Gurley’s position, but back 
of the mere legal technigality raised by the 
corporation counsel is the chance that if the 
United States Supreme court ever goes into 
this phase of the case at all it may open up 
the entire receivership proceedings, and if 
this is ever done nobody can tell what will 
happen, 


Holds Receivership Collusive. 


The position of Mr. Lewis is that the receiv- 
ership was not justified either by law or fact. 
That it was a collustve proceeding ’’ 
brought by a friendly creditof to give tha 
traction property the protection of the federal 
courts at a time when its franchises were 
expiring, and it was afraid of being ousted 
from the streets. He thinks that if he can get 
the Supreme court to go into the mater thor- 
oughly he can show this. 

Ot course, if he succeeded in overthrowing 
the receivership it would result, among other 
things, in making valueless a large amount 
of the receivership certificates which have 
been issued since Judge Grosscup took 
charge, but this the corporation counsel says 
he cannot help.

Notes Assigned by M. B. Orde. 

In the case of the Union Traction receiver- 
ship notes of the company, amounting to 
$600,000, were given to Markham B. Orde, the 
assistant treasurer of that company. He 
conveyed them to the Guaranty Trust com- 
pany of New York, and this company brought 
the receivership proceedings in the federal 
courts on the ground that it was a resident 
of that state. 

The city's contention is that as the Union 
Traction company and Mr. Orde were both 
residents of Illinois, the proceedings should 
have been brought in the courtsof thie state, 
as the Guaranty Trust company, the as- 
signee, could not under the federal statute 
acquire any rights of jurisdiction which Mr. 
Orde did not possess. 

The answer of the company is that Mr. 
Orde, one of its employés, simply acted as 
its agent in the case, and never had any prop- 
erty rights in the notes. That they were 
made out to him as a matter of form, and, in 
fact, the transaction was a direct giving of 
the notes by the company to the trust com- 
pany, the act of the agent being the act of 
the principal. ; 

Mr. Orde only figured in the transaction 
as a matter of conventence,“ said Mr. Gur- 
ley. He was nothing but the agent of the 
company, and the notes were never his per- 


Lewis Discusses His Brief. 

„ had anticipated that objection,” re- 
marked Mr. Lewis, “and also ‘the further 
one that the point cannot be raised now, as 
it was not made in the lower court, and 
hence is not a part of the record before the 
Supreme court. I am, however, reasonably 
familiar with federal court procedure, more 
80, perhaps, than with the practice in IIIi- 
nois, and I think the United States Supreme 
court will take up and consider the matter. 
If it refuses, nothing has been lost. 

“Tt has been plain to me ever since I be- 
gan studying the case that the proceedings 
whereby the Union Traction company was 
put into the hands of receivers ¢ould never 
stand attack. The idea of a creditor for

corporation when there is $5,000,000 or $6,000,-

“ At any rate, there would be no harm in 
testing the question of the legality of this 
receivership. The only objection I have 
heard to it is that if the city wine on this 
point it would delay the-time when a final 
decision can be had as to the company’s 
‘ninety-nine year rights.’ But if the city 
were to get the company into the state courts 
it would gain more than it would lose on this 
score.“ 

It the Supreme court overrules this new 
motion next, Tuesday then it will at once 
take up the appeai from the decision of Judge 
Grosscup in the “ninety-nine year case.” 
An appeal of the suit brought by the city 
to compel the Union Traction company to 
lower the Van Buren street tunnel is also set 
for the same time. The court has allowed 
sixteen hours for argument in the ninety- 
nine year case,” eight hours for each side.

Mr. Hughes seemed to doubt this; he 
thought either Felds or Hamilton could have 
been summoned before the department with 
little or no expense. Mr. Hughes summed 
Mr. Payn’s position up by saying that the 
matter of reform hadn't occurred to him 
when he was superintendent, but now that 
it has been brought up he sees the wisdom 
of it. 

In 1899 the department also examined the 
Mutual Reserve again. Mr. Hughes read a 
letter written by J. D. Wells, formerly presi- 
dent of the Mutual Reserve, to Payn when 
he was in office. In this letter reference is 
made to a conversation which Wells had with 
Payn in reference to an effort to depose 
Frederick Burnham as president of the 
Mutual Reserve and put Gen. James in his 
stead. 

Mr. Payn denied all knowledge of this let- 
ter, and declared that he had, to the best 
of his recollection, had no conversation with 
Wells on this subject, although he admitted 
that he wanted to get Burnham out of office. 

‘** Why?” asked Mr. Hughes. 


Regarded Burnham as “Crook.” 

„Because I thought he was a crook,” was 
the reply. 

If I had my way, I would put every assess- 
ment company out of business,“ Payn added. 

The witness admitted that charges of dis- 
honesty and malversion of funds were made 
against the company officers and that the 
chief e@aminer’s report made no reference 
to those charges. Mr. Payn admitted further 
that he didn’t pay any attention to these 
charges—that he didn’t even instruct his ex- 
aminer to look into them. The ex-superin- 
tendent could not give any reason for failing 
to look into these charges, except that he did 
not deem the men who made them worthy of 
much notice. Mr. Hughes called Mr. Payn's 
attention, however, to the fact that he him- 
self had testified that he suspected the man- 
agement. i 

Mr. Payn admitted further that it was at 
his suggestion that the chief examiner's re- 
port was altered so as to admit certain of the 
Mutual Reserve's assets, which the examiner 
recommended be excluded. Mr. Payn said 
he had made this suggestion because, the chief 
examiner told him that he had never ruled 
out similar assets in other companies and be- 
cause the items criticised had been admitted 
by the examiner in previous reports. 

Mr. Payn will go on the stand again tomor- 
row morning. 

Witness Calls Accuser Liar. 

Henry D. Appleton, second d-puty of the 
state insurance department, and Clinton Gil- 
bert, an independent stock and bond,dealer, 
also were witnesses at today’s hearing. 

Appleton got excited at times, especially 
when Mr. Hughes questioned him about the 
charge that has been made that the New 
York department was chilly to the Bankers’ 
Life Insurance company back in 1899 until 
the Bankers’ Life retained as its counsel 
Gen. Hogan of Syracuse, when things 
warmed. Mr. Hughes wanted to know 
whether Appleton had ever told any officer 
of the Bankers’ Life that it would cost the 
company $50,000 to be reincorporated. 

“If anybody says that, he is a liar,” yelled 
Appleton. : 

Clinton Gilbert testified that he bought 550 
shares of Lawyers’ Mortgage Insurance com- 
pany stock in 1901 from Strong, Sturgis & Co. 
and A. Iselin & Co. This is part of thé 1,000 
shares intended for the Mutual Life, but 
taken by members of the company’s finance 
committee. The men who took the stock got 
it at the ground floor price of 125. Gilbert 
paid all the way from 180 to 215 for it. Inthe 
firm of Strong, Sturgis & Co. are sons of 
George G. Haven and Frederic Cromwell, 
both of whom got a slice of the Lawyers’ 
Mortgage pie. 


McCall Gives Andy's“ Report. 


John C. McCall, secretary of the New York 
Life Insurance company, whoa few days ago 
returned from Europe where he went to get 
an accounting of money advanced to An- 
drew Hamilton, was also a witness today. 
Mr. McCall said he sa Hamilton in France 
and that Mr. Hamilton was seriously III. 
though able to walk about. Mr. McCall also 
presented a physician’s certificate describing 
Mr. Hamilton’s illness and stating that the 
patient could not undertake a voyage or 
leave France within two months. 

Mr. McCall said he asked Hamilton for his 
check books but Hamilton refused to give 
them up, saying that the stubs related to his 
own personal business. Mr. McCall did, how- 
ever, get a statement from Hamilton regard- 
ing the expenditures of funds entrusted to 
him by insurance companies. The statement 
then was produced and put in evidence. 

In the opening paragraph of his statement 
Mr. Hamilton explains that he cannot pro- 
duce vouchers or canceled checks to show 
to whom and in what amounts he paid out 
money, because no demand was made by me 
for vouchers from other people, nor were 
there any books or accounts kept by me cov- 
ering same. 

“Nor are there any of my checks to pro- 
duce,”” the statement continues. Payment 
by my check would necessarily have fis- 
closed the fact that the pergon receiving 
the check was under retainer by me, and 
would thus necessarily have hampered that 
portion of my work that was moet efficacious 
—namely: absolute secrecy. Cash, drafts, 
and certificates were generally preferred. 

“I cannot produce my checkbooks or can- 
celed checks which relate to affairs other 
than those of the New York Life Insurance 
company. I cannot produce any books of 
these particular accounts because none were 
kept by me. Even if I did possess them it 
does not appear to me that the demand for 
them would be a fair and honest one. Tae 
understanding that I had undertaken this 
work was distinct and thorough. If it had not 
been so I would have declined the task. 

“I explained to the president of the New 
York Life Insurance company, as did the 
other gentlemen who were associated with 
me in this work to the officers of their re- 
spective companies,that itemized accounts by 
names or amounts by separate vouchers, de- 
tails or particulars, should not be demanded 
if we were to be held responsible. The pro- 
tection of the companies under such a plan 
was ample.”

Gen. Caceres, vice president of Santo Domingo, is at the head of the political party 
in control of the government, which has forced President Morales to flee from the capital. 
The cabinet yesterday issued a proclamation. elevating Caceres to the office of president. 
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upon such future audit.“ 

Mr. Hamilton gives a jong summary ofthe 
various styles of bills hostile to insurance 
companies, many of them taxation measures, 
and the methods used to defeat them. 

At the capital of every state,“ the state- 
ment says, we have retained representa- 
tives for the companies or are in codpera- 
tion with some one who has retained repre- 
sentatives duly influential. It has been 
found advisable, as the result of experience, 
to avoid as far as possible any exact public 
information as to who represents us. 

The known presence of a corporation rep- 
resentative at legislative halls is the signal 
for renewed vigor in the attacks of black- 
mailers and cranks, and unfortunately mem- 
bers of the legislative bodies are frequently 
deaf to reasoning if a nonvoting or corporate 
interest is at stake. 

Blackmailers Easily Defeated. 

„Many movements that would otherwise 
be unknown until they became public prop- 
erly are learned of and suppressed in ad- 
vance and they are thus more discreetly pro- 
vided against. Prevention is again proved 
herein to be better than cure. Where it be- 
comes necessary we often have occasion to 
employ the columns of the public press for 
a discreet advocacy of our views; this meth- 
od has been found to be very efficacious, but 
it has also been found to be very expen- 
sive. 

I have found in my work that in every 
legislative body in the United States there 
was as large a proportion of honest men as 
there is in any body of men in any walk of 
life. Permit me also to state that in my 
work I have not found it so difficult to defeat 
blackmailers. A man who is out to black- 
mail corporate interests is generally well 
known and his character is thoroughly un- 
derstood.“ 

Mr. Hamilton sets forth that the tax meas- 
ures alone defeated by his work have saved 
the New York Life Insurance company over 
$2,500,000, 

In concluding his statement Mr. Hamil- 
ton says that the injunctions of the presi- 
dent of the New York Life to me were al- 
ways unmistakably explicit that my expen- 
ditures and my work were to be strictly 
confined within the limitations of the law of 
the land. These instructions have been 
faithfully followed to the letter. 

“I want it thoroughly understood that 
not one dollar of any moneys ever ‘paid to 
me by the New York Life Insurance com- 
pany has been used for improper purposes, 
or in a way that transgressed either the 
statutory law or the moral law.”’

LETTERS SENT TO BLACKBURN.

The sensational devélopment of today came 
from Gov. Beckman himeelf. He admitted 
that it was he who opened two of Senator 
Blackburn's letters, and not his private sec- 
retary, as previously reported. He accounts 
for the opening of Senator Blackburn's let- 
ters on the ground that they came to him 
by mistake and that his name is J. C. W.

TO PLAY WAITING GAME.

Administration Will Endeavor to 
Renew Treaty with the New 
Government. 


«BY JOHN CALLAN O°LAUGHLIN, 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 27.—[Special.}— 
Official recogmition will be accorded the new 
government of Santo Domingo as soon as 
Minister Dawson is satisfied that it will be 
able to maintain peace and order and to pro- 
tect the liveg and property of foreigners. 

Following this recognition, Minister Daw- 
son will endeavor to secure the formal as- 
sent of the new government to the treaty 
which was negotiated by President Morales. 

This is the program the administration hae 
decided to follow. It involves complications, 
but, short of the actual occupation of the 
island, it is the only way out of the em- 
barrassing situation which has developed as 
a result of the flight of President Morales. 
Had the treaty been ratified as originally 
submitted to the senate it would have been 
possible for the president to have directed 
the landing of marines and a quick suppres- 
sion of the revolt. In view of the criticism 
of the treaty made by senators and of the 
failure of the upper house of congress to 
ratify it, and of the fact that there is no 
authority save that of Morales himself for 
the collection of Dominican customs by 
Americans, such a course at this stage would 
be absolutely indefensible, and is so recog- 
nized by the administration. 

Therefore it is proposed to play a waiting 
game and see whether the new government 
will be able to maintain itself, and if so to 
require it to bind itself to support the treaty. 
The mere fact that Morales is no longer 
president does not vitiate the treaty. It is 
a principle in American public law that a 
successful revolution does not relieve the 
country revolutionized from Liability on its 
prior engagements with foreign states. 
the administration intends to hold Caceres, 
who isthe new president, to the engagements 
which the Dominican government has made, 
and, as stated in these dispatches, its hand 
is strengthened by the possession of the 
written pledges given by the members of the 
party in power. 

Four Revolutions in Sight. 

It is one of the surprising developments 
that Cacefes seems to have assumed fhe 
presidency in accordance with the conati- 
tution.“ Unles he abdicates in favor of 
Horatio Vasquez, whose chief lieutenant he 
has deen, there will be another three cor- 
nered revolution, or probably a four cor- 
nered one, with Vasquez, Caceres, and for- 
mer Presidents Jimenez and Morales con- 
tending for the office of chief executive. 

Caceres is a man of fine presence, consider- 
able courage, and a fine shot. He is the 
man who killed Heureux, the bloodiest dic- 
tator known to the American hemisphere. 
Heureux went to a town .alled Mocha. The 
news of his coming had preceded him, and 
Caceres and several other politicians con- 
spired to murder him. Lots were drawn and 
the task of committing the crime fell to an 
enthusiastic youngster. It was arranged he 
should take his position in a grocery store 
which Heureux always visited. 

The dictator, too, was a crack shot, and 
Caceres fearec for himself. So he joineda 
young man at the store and when Heuruex 
rode down the street and leaned from his 


horse to give alms to a beggar he opened fire. 


The wounded president fell to the ground, 
propped himself up on his right arm, drew a 
bead on Caceres, and pulled the trigger. But 
an instant before the bullet left the barrel 
death claimed Heureux and the ball went 
wide. If Heureux had not died at that mo- 
ment Caceres would probably never have 
forced Morales to fly from Santo Domingo 
City or have attained the presidency. 

This crime increased the popularity of 
Caceres, as Heureux had embittered the peo- 
ple by his murders, his espionage, and his 
extortion. Morales earnestly endeavored to 
induce Caceres to come from the Cibao re- 
gion; where he had his home, but the latter 
was wise and remained and increased his in- 
fluence with the people in that section of the 
country. 


Some Kaleidoscopic Changes. 


Vasquez is more popular than Caceres, and 


the state department has understood that 
he controlled four-fifths of the island. He 
was vice president when Jimenez was presi- 
dent, but did not like a subordinate place, so 
he resigned and started a revolution, which 
was successful. But he remained in power 
only six months. A revolution broke out in 
the interior and Vasquez left his capital to 
suppress it. This was a fatal error. While 
he was absent Wos y Gill, who had been 
president before Heureux, and who had been 
kept in prison because of his possession of 
the usual revolutionary tendencies, made his 
escape, seized the arms and ammunition in 
the government arsenal, and with his fol- 
lowers fortified the city. 

Vasquez turned from his pursuit of the 
country rebels and hastened hot foot to the 
capital. He besieged Wos y Gil for five days 
and then the disaffection among his followers 
became so great that he came to the conclu- 
sion that unless he himself was ready to take 
the place of Wos y Gilin prison, it was de- 
sirable to fly. Vasquez succeeded in reaching 
Cuba, where he went into the business of 
sugar planting. 

The men Vasquez left in the lurch united 
with the Jimenez party and made common 
cause against Wos y Gil. The latter was 
thrown out. The presidency then was offered 
to Vasquez, but he refused it. Jimenez was 
willing to sacrifice himself for his country, 
but was not entirely acceptable to all parties, 
and Morales agreed to take the job tem- 
porarily. 

Morales Now a Has Been.” 


These are the men who again are struggling 
for the presidential plum. Jiminez has some 
chance, but Morales has none. The latter, ac- 
cording to official advices received at the 
state department, is at a place called Jaima, 
ten miles from San Domingo city; where the 
fighting is supposed to be in progress. But 
his real destination probably is La Vega, an 
island town which connects with the bay of 
Samana by a railroad, over which he can 
fly once more, and this time probably to 
Porto Rico. 

It is such a mixed up situation that nobody 
is able to tell anything about it or predict the 
outcome. Caceres and Vasquez are cousins. 
This has operated to bring them together in 
the past. Whether it will do so now and in 
the future remains to be seen. Vasquez, in 
spite of his record, is a peace loving ‘man, 
although some of his enemies say he is really 
a coward. Caceres, on the other hand, is a 
fighter from the drop of the hat. He is 42 


years of age, and now that the presidency is 


in his grasp he may decide that it is worth 
while to try and hold it. 

The senate here, like the administration, is 
waiting on events.

I would not try to advise this ahminis- 
tration in anything, but there is a way out 
of this difficulty, an easy way. That is for 
the government of the United States to say 
that we have acted unadvisedly in the affairs 
of Santo Domingo; that we are willing to 
recognize a stable government, and then we 
should send them a check for that money, 
which is on deposit in New York. We should 
withdraw our naval forces from Santo Do- 
mingo, leaving only a force sufficient to pro- 
tect American lives and the rights and prop- 
erty of actual American residents. But we 
should not attempt to maintain any author- 
ity we may have assumed over customs 
houses. In other words, we should restore 
the status quo as it existed prior to the award 
in the case of the Santo Domingo Improve- 
ment company.“ 


Not an American Affair. 


Senator Morgan's policy is like that of the 


administration except as concerns the cus- 
toms houses. As these are occupied by Amer- 
icans they will be protected under instruc- 


dent. It is true the administration now in- 
sists that there is no modus vivendi between 
Santo Domingo and the United States in 
regard to the Dominican customs affairs. 

Col. Colton, superintendent of the Domin- 
loan customs service, answering a question 
put to him by Senator Morgan at a hearing 
of the senate committee on foreign affairs, 
said he was not a subordinate either of the 
state or the war department, but that he held 
his appointment under the Dominican re- 
public and had received no orders except 
from President Morales. He declared that 
he was under no official obligation or duty 
to report to the secretary of war, and that 
the president of the United States nor any 
other official of this government could draw 
a cent of the trust fund deposited in New 
York. 

This fact is cited as showing that the ad- 
ministration has entered into no engage- 
ments with the Dominican government ex- 
cept that it agreed to suggest a person to 
act as receiver of customs, and that this 
person was Col. Colton.

Fugitive President Expected to Proclaim 
Monte Christi as Provisional Capital 
and Name New Ministry.

SAN DOMINGO, Dec. 26.—[Delayed. ]—The 
cabinet has issued a proclamation calling on 
Vice President Caceres to preside over the 
government on account of the absence of 
President Morales, who secretly left the 
capital for an unknown destination Dec. 25.

Notices Will Be Sent to Members Te- 
day Notifying Them That on Next 
Saturday the Grounds, Houses, and 
Stables Will Be Closed—Estates of 
Eighteen Chicagoans Represented 
in List of Stockholders — Driving 
Club Deprived of Only City Course.

The actual dissolution of the Washington 
Park club ang racetrack organization is at 
hand. Today notices will be sent to mem- 
bers of the club that on next Saturday night 
the clubhouse will close for good, leaving no 
excuse for the members to visit the grounds, 
the stables being empty, and the golf ground 
frozen. 

What the property will bring when cut up 
into building lots is problematical. The esti- 
mate of $1,000,000 in land values is not ex- 
travagant, but as one of the men active in 
the management of the corporation said 
yesterday the taxes and assessments and 
the cost of building streets, sidewalks, sew- 
ers, etc., will be high, and the final distribu- 
tion of assets may fall below expectationa. 


Eighteen Estates Are Represented. 

An interesting feature of the situation is 
that the estates of no less than eighteen well 
known Chicagoans, now deceased, are repre- 
sented in the list of stockholders, and, in 
the past, the existence of these interests oc- 
casionally has been a source of embarrass- 
ment. When it became necessary to spend 
money for various things not ordinarily on 
the program of running a racetrack, it was 
necessary that the represefitatives of these 
estates should know of the fact, and some- 
times all was not serene. 

The largest stockholder is William Linn, 
formerly an active operator on the board of 
trade. The man who furnished the most 
money as a stockholder for the building of 
the track was Charles Schwartz, and at the 
time of his death his holding was a large 
one. It was purchased, however, by Mr. 
Linn. 

Leaves No Place for Driving Races. 

The passing of the Washington Park club 
means that the Gentlemen's Driving club will 
have no place in the city where its weekly 
trotting matinées can be held. It is under- 
stood that the use of either the Harlem track 
or that at Wheaton has been offered by the 
management of those courses, and one of 
them will undoubtedly be chosen, with the 
chances in favor of Wheaton. If proper trans- 
portation factilities can be secured, 

The Aurora and Elgin electric line runs half 
hour cars to Wheaton proper, and it will be 
petitioned to build a branch to the track.

President W. B. Moulton of Civil Service 
Commission Asks Club to Help Get

People Fill Chicago Avente 
Church Twice and Two 
Overflow Halls. 


BACK IN HIS OLD PULPIT. 


Tells of Work as Evangelist and 
Declares Revival Is Sweep- 
ing the World. 


So great was the crowd that gathered las¢ 
evening at the Chicago Avenue church to 
welcome Dr. R. A. Torrey and the Rev. 
Charles M. Alexander home from their four 
years’ evangelization trip around the world 
that it could net be accommodated in the 
church building at one time, and after a 
short service the pews were cleared and a 
second audience filed in to hear the renowned 
evangelist and his singing colleague. 

Fully 6,500 persons gathered at the doors 
of the church early in the evening. When 
the seats had been filied an announcement 
was made that according to the ordinances 
none would be allowed to stand, and those 
who flocked into the alsles were compelled 
to go out again. For a time they stood at 
the doors, and then two overflow meet- 
ings were opened, one on the first floor of 
the church and the other in the Moody Bible 
institute. 

Still the steps and the sidewalks leading 
to them. were blockaded by those eager to 
hear the man who had spread the fre 
through Great Britain, China, Japan, and 
other countries. 

Those Outside Join in Hymn. 

In the church Mr. Alexander announced a 
hymn, and the voices of 400 singers raised 
the chorus till It reached the ears of those 
waiting outside. As the words came to them 
they joined with a fervor that sent the chorus 
ringing far up the street. 

In the overflow meetings similar programs 
were followed. The people were waiting to 
hear Dr. Torrey, and they Intended to wait 
until midnight if necessary. They passed the 
time singing hymns, and when finally word 
was given that they could enter the church 
they. hurried into it until it again was filled, 
so that the police had to give orders for a 
large number to leave. 

It was the opening of an evangelistic con- 
ference that will last until tomorrow night. 
Several speakers from different parts of the 
country were at the services and many more 
are expected to reach Chi Oo today. Among 
those who were on the platform last evening 
were Dr. Francis E. Smiley, Dr. W. E. Bie- 
derwolf, Dr. A. C. Dixon of Boston, French 
E. Oliver, Prof. C. C. Case, and Maj. Cole. 

The meetings were enthusiastic from the 
beginning, but under the influence of Dr. 
Torrey’s words they were swept along until 
nearly every person present arose to his feet 
in answer to his request for volunteers for 
Christ.” 

Great Revival in Progress. 


Dr. Torrey, after expressing his pleasure 
at addressing once more his old audience, said 
in part: 

“For several years I have had a hobby, 
and you all know what it is. It is that of 
the belief that a great revival would sweep 
over the entire world, making Christians of 
followers of every belief. You used to ask 
me when it was coming, and I told you that 
I didn’t know. But now I know. I WII 
answer the same questions by telling you 
that it has come. 

“I cannot say that it is yet at flood tide, 
but the tide is rising every moment. It has 
come in Japan, and the war was simply one 
of the events for which the awakening was 
a preparation. I would not be surprised if 
some of the great officials of the country 
openly declare themselves for Christ. 

When we passed through China every sta- 
| tion was packed with people who wanted to 
hear the gospel. Schools were dismissed and 
the pupils were lined up along the track to 
listen to a three minute speech. 

I used to wish, he said in closing, that 
I lived in the days of John Wesley and the 
old revivalists, but now I am thankful that 
I am alive at the beginning of the year 1906. 
It is to be marked by the mightiest demon- 
strations of the God ever witnessed since the

pany have also been stockholders in the rall- 
road. Then they looked in vain for some 
open connection between the two corpora- 
tions. f 

Yet after all the facts are simple. If, for 
instance, there was only one oll company 
doing business in the clty of Indianapolis it 
would not have to have a rebate. Every 
road running into that city could make a rate 
for carrying oil which would meet the actual 
cost of transportation, and at the same time 
allow for a fair profit. This rate would be 
open to all the world, because the Standard 
would have no competitorsin that field. The 
rate, of course, would be discriminating, be- 
cause it would be much lower than that 
given, relatively speaking, to shippers of 
coal or grain. Yet this is not a case with 
which the government has anything to do if 
the proposed rate regulation were to be 
passed by congress. The rate on oll would 
de adjusted by the interstate commerce com- 
mission in the long run, eo that it would have 
the same relation to the tariff on coal or 
wheat, as would be fixed by actual cost of 
transportation. 

These are cases which cannot be reached 
by the law as i existe at present, but 
there are hundreds of other instances already 
developed by the government agents which 
show that the Standard Ol company, 
through its control of railroad corporations, 
by ownership of stock or otherwise, secures 
Ulegal rebates on product whenever those 
rebates are necessary to crush out competi- 
tion.

Side by side with this has 
come the construction of independent pipe 
lines, so that the product of the oil fields 
of Kansas can be run to great refineries in 
the outskirts of Chicago, at Whiting, Ind., 
and thence the same means of transportation 
is afforded for the finished products to the 
seaboard.

HAS 50 RELATIVES ON PAY ROLL 


Federal J udge in North Carolina Ac- 
cused of Fostering a Family Office 
Holding Trust. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 27.—[Special.]—A 
tremendous row over federal patronage in 
North Carolina has brought to light a unique 
lawsuit and the charge that fifty blood rela- 
tives of former United States Senator Pritch- 
ard and his son-in-law, Thomas S. Rollins, 
are on the federal pay roll in that state. 

The unique lawsuit is one in which H. 
. Anderson sues Thomas S. Rollins, chair- 
man of the republican state central commit- 
tee, and others for $20,000 damages for their 
failure to carry out an alleged agreement to 
secure “him a federal office paying at least 
$20,000 a year. 

Incidentally Attorney General Moody may 
be dragged into the case for his alleged 
remark that Anderson’s suit is based on a 
tissue of falsehoods. 

E. Spencer Blackburn, the only republican 
congressman from North Carolina, is leader 
of the faction making the charges. Thomas 
8. Rollins, chairman of the republican state 
committee, is leader of the other faction, but 
it is claimed by the Blackburnites that the 
real head and front of this branch of the 
party—the power behind the throne, as it 
were—is United States Judge Pritchard, for- 
merly republican senator from North Caro- 
lina.

Just before Christmas forty members of 
the Blackburn faction appeared in Washing- 
ton under the leadership of Congressman 
Blackburn and had an interview with sev- 
eral high officials in the administration. This 
contingent, known as the flying squadron,”’ 
came mainly to protest against the retention 
of the “third termers,’’ as they called such 
federal office holders in North Carolina who 
are allied with the Rollins party. 

The members of the flying squadron ” 
heard in Washington that Atttorney General 
Moody has said that Anderson’s-suit was 
based on a tissue of falsehoods.“ Ander- 
son thereupon sent a letter to the attorney 
general which contains notice that Mr. 
Moody will be called upon to testify as to 
his reasons for that statement, or, if he de 
clines to go to North Carolina, that his depo- 
sition will be taken in Washington. 


we Fifty Relatives on Pay Roll. 


In his letter to the attorney general Ander- 
son makes some remarkable statements about 
the distribution of federal patronage in North 
Carolina. He brings out that State Chairman 
Rollins is the son-in-law of Judge Pritchard 
and asserts that more than fifty relatives by 
blood or marriage of Judge Pritchard and 
Chairman Rollins are holding federal offices. 

The republican party in North Carolina, he 
asserts, has degenerated into a family affair, 
and the organization is maintained only for 
the purpose of getting federal patronage for 
family connections. 


EXPECT 60 TRUE BILLS TODAY. 


Large Number of Criminal Indictments 
Will Be Voted by Federal 
Grand Jury. 


A large batch of criminal indictments will 
be voted by the federal grand jury this morn- 
ing. After a short session yesterday morn- 
ing, in which a numberof witnesses in postal 
fraud cases were heard, the grand jury ad- 
journed to give the clerks time enough to 
prepare the indictments. An almost unprec- 
edented number of cases has been heard, and 
it is expected that the number of indictments 
will reach sixty.

DRIVEN OUTDOORS 
TO DEAL IN BIDS, 


Members of Board of Trade 
Denied Smoking Room for » 
This Purpose. 


INFORMAL RULE ADOPTED 


Action of Directors, Taken at a 
“Conference,’’ Found to Be 
Binding. 


Sanction of trading in “ bide” and of- 
ers“ was withdrawn by the directors of 
the board of trade yesterday, the use of the 
smoking room being denied to members for 
these transactions. 

The action was taken at a conference 
held at noon. It was not a formal meeting 
of the directors, no minutes being kept of 
the proceedings, and no record of the votes 
by which the action was ordered, It was a 
sort of official “ round robin.” Owing to the 
near approach of the annual election, the 
fact that sore of the directors are retiring 
and others are candidates for other offices, 
there was a delicacy about going on record. 

The determination of a large number of 
members to carry on the trade if possible 
and their keen interest in it was another 
reason for gingerly action on the part of the 
directors. 


Trading Done Outdoors. 


There had been no formal permission given 
for the use of the room when the trading in 
privileges was begun there in October, and so 
It was assumed no formal action was neces- 
sary to turn the traders out. Participants in 
the trade, however, found that the action of 
a conference was just as binding as that 
of a meeting. The weather being mild they 
carried on the trade in the court between the 
Board of Trade and Posta) buildings. 

The action of the directors was taken as the 
result of the gentle pressure applied by 
State's Attorney Healy. 

It was decided to close the smoking room 
to traders in bids and offers,” said President 
Jackson, “until a valid and binding decis- 
fon can be had from the courts on the legality 
of the trade. Cases are being prepared, and 
will be pressed to trial as rapidly as possible.” 

Members intereste@ in the trade declared it 
would be continued under Judge Gary’s de- 
cision regardless of the attitude of the direo- 


tors or of the state’s attorney. The volume 


of trade yesterday, however, was smaller 
than for some time, twenty-five or thirty 
members taking part in it. 


Follows Gary’s Decision. 


Mark Bates, one of the princtpals in the 
case decided by Judge Gary declaring the 
trade in “bids” and “offers” legal, said: 

“I consider Judge Gary a good authority 
and propose to continue trading in bide and 
offers on the floor of the exchange or any- 
where else if I have orders to trade in them 
and can find any one to trade with me.” 

There was no disposition on the part of 
traders in privileges to defy the order of the 
directors as to the use of the smoking room, 
but the directors have no authority to pre- 
vent or punish trading. Last summer, as a 
preliminary to reviving the trade in privi- 
leges here, a vote of the membership was 
forced, and by a vote of 508 to 254 the rule 
prohibiting the trade under penalty of ex- 
pulsion was amended. The only penalty 
under the rule as amended is that the trader 
carnot have his contracts enforced by the 
directors.

It tis possible “bids” and “offers” or 
puts and calls will be an issuein the 
annual election to be held on Jan. 8 How- 
ever, John B. Adams, who was nominated 
for president on Tuesday, and Walter Fitch, 
the only other member so far mentioned 
prominently for the position, have been fa- 
vorable to the trade in any legal form of in- 
surance against loss by sudden fluctuations 
in the market. 


BIG STEEL ORDERS PLACED. 


Carnegie Company Makes Largest Book- 
ing of Ordersin History, Although 
Deliveries Will Be Delayed. 


Cleveland, O., Dec. 27.—The Iron Trade Re- 
view tomorrow will say: 

The Carnegie Steel company last week 
booked the heaviest tennage of structural 
steel of any week in its history, in spite of the 
fact that it was unable to promise delivery on 
any of the material before three or four 
months, while in some instances shipments 
will be delayed fully six months. The Ameri- 
can Bridge company expects to book enough 
orders this week to make the total for the 
year a new record. 

Sales of rails during the last ten days aggre- 
gated nearly 200,000 tons, a remarkable total 
in view of the heavy orders already on the 
books. Among the recent sales were: 

Erie, 52,000 tons; Western Maryland, 5,000; Flor- 
ida Fast Coast, 16,000; Gainesville Midland, 8,500; 
Oklahoma rallroad, 15,000; trolley roads, 15,000 to 
20,000 tons. 

The eastern bar iron manufacturers have 
reaffirmed their official price of $30 on bar 
iron, but are exacting premiums of from $5 to 
$10 per ton. : 

Although reports of the holiday lull come 
from nearly all other pig iron centers, there 
is considerable activity at Pittsburg. One 
sale of 10,000 tons was made at $17.50, valley 
furnace, while sales of 2,500 tons of Bessemer 
at $17.65 and the same amount at $17.75 are 
reported. There isa strong demand for basic 
fron in the east. 

Continued revolutionary troubles in Russia 
do not furnish much prospect that conditions 
in regard to ferro-manganese will be im- 
proved. The market is now nominal, but 
there is no doubt that 8150 would be paid if 
any were offered. 

The buying of ore stopped as suddenly as it 
started. It is estimated that many eastern 
consumers have not covered for more than 
half of their requirements.

MONEY SOARS, BUT 
WITHOUT A PANIC 


Wall Street Stringency De- 
clared Most Acute in 
Several Years. 


SHAW IS QUITE SERENE. 


Secretary of Treasury Says He Ls 
in New York for Pleasure, 
N ot Business.

New York, Deo. 27.—[Special.]—The finan- 
cial stringency in Wall street manifest since 
the beginning of preparations for the first 
of January paymente, became so acute to- 
day that call loane brought 90 per cent five 
minutes before the close of the stock ex- 
change. Quotations were the highest since 
December, 1899, the time of the London 
* Baring panic, when it reached 186, the 
highest on record. It exceeded by 15 per 
cent the highest quotation, 75 per cent, list- 
ed during the Northern Pacific corner on 
May 9, 1901, and according to bankers is 
unprecedented except in panic times on the 
exchange. 5 

Leslie M. Shaw, secretary of the treasury, 
who has been requested to afford relief, wae 
in town all day, but eo far as is known did 
nothing to relieve conditions. He called at 
the customs house and subtreasury in the 
morning but refused to discuss conditions 
prevailing in the market. 


Shaw Not Disturbed. 

J am not talking business on this trip,” 
he said. “I am here for a day only, having 
a good time with my son and four nephews. 
We are going to the aquarium, hippodrome, 
and lots of other places, but we’re not going 
to business. I will go to Chicago tonight 
after the theater.“ 

The last loan made before the closing on 
Tuesday was at 85, Shortly before 2 o'clock 
a loan was made at 50, anda minute later one 
at 65. There was no lower rate from that 
time to 2:55, when the price jumped 80 points

Not until the high mark was reached did 
opportunities for profit avail to call out suf- 
ficient money to meet demands. But then 
there was an influx, which battered the quo- 
tation down 40 points. The figures for the 
closing loanjof the day was 25. 

Chicago did not give assistance to anxious 
borrowers, as the banks there have troubles 
owing to the Walsh failure. In Boston the 
rate was no higher than 10 per cent. A Bos- 
ton banker was quoted as saying he would 
like to lend money at New York rates, but 
for some reason no help came from that quar- 
ter. It was purely a New York boom in the 
value of money, and bankers of other cities 
apparently left it for New York to care for. 


*. Speculation Partly Responsible. 

The excessively high rate resulted, it 18 
conceded, in the practical exhaustion of the 
surplus of New York banks over and above 
the amount required for legal reserves for 
the protection of favored customers, Forthe 
depletion of funds, both active and specula- 
tive, the demands of business are respon- 
sible. There has been no disposition toward 
retrenchment in speculation, speculators 
appearing to prefer high rates of interest to 
realization on securities. 

The customary calling in of call loans ac- 
companied the increase in rate, and some 
persons were reported to be more than a 
little embarrassed. Nevertheless the day 
passed without a single failure. The good 
tone in the market despite the tightness of 
money generally ts considered the strangest 
feature of the day. Large banks renewed 
loans at 85 per cent and complaints were not 
numerous. 


BOARD TOLD BUSCH MUST GO. 


Corporation Counsel Serves Formal 
Notice and Is Asked About Test 
Oase for His Office Force. 


The civil service commission was notified 
formally yesterday that it would haveto dis- 
pense with the services of Frank X. Busch 
as its attorney as soon as the Burke inquiry 
is finished. Then Richard J. Finn, the 
mayor’s nominee, is to take the place. The 
notice was served by Corporation Counsel 
Lewis. 

The commission rejoined with an inquiry 
as to when the corporation counsel intended 
to place the employés of his office under civil 
service rules. 

To this Mr. Lewis replied that he would be 
glad to make up atest case so the Supreme 
court could decide whether any of the em- 
ployés of his office were amenable to the 
civil service law, and this was.agreed to. 

The commission contends that only the 
actual assistant corporation counsels are 
exempt from the operation of the civil service 
law and that the stenographers, messengers, 
etc., are under it. Mr. Lewis holds that all 
the employés on his pay roll are exempt. 

Another city employé who spends several 
hours a day tending bar in his saloon has been 
found, according to charges which were filed 
before the civil service commission against 
John McGuire, 6855 Green street, foreman of 
a city pipe yard. McGuire is accused of 
neglect of duty and conduct unbecoming an 
employs of the city. 


BUSINESS SCHOOLS TO BE LIKE. 


They Form an Institution Which Shall 
Promulgate the Course 
of Study. 


At a meeting of the board of trustees of 
the American Commercial Schools institu- 
tion yesterday at the Palmer house, Edwin 
Leidfreed of Philadelphia was elected dean. 
At a meeting of the trustees to be held this 
morning an examining board and a faculty 
will be chosen, and arrangements completed 
for beginning the work of the institution at 
once. The institution ig to be located at 
Washington, D. C. It is composed of affiliat- 
ed commercial schools and aims to promul- 
gate a course of study which will be followed 
by the affillated schools. It starts with be- 
tween twénty-five and thirty schools.

TAKEASSAILANT OF FOLEY 


POLICE/CAPTURE JOHN FODEY, 
WHO SHOT SALOONKEEPER. 


Clerk in Justice Court Is Arrested a 
Few Hours After Proprietor ot Re- 
sort Is Wounded Dangerously— 
Victim, Well Known as Gambler, 
May Recover—Enmity Between the 
Two Men Is Said te Be Due to 
Losses in Bets on Races. 


John Fodey, a clerk in Justice Doyle's 
court, who shot and dangerously wounded 
Dennis P. Foley following a quarrel in the 
latter’s saloon at 78 South Halsted street 
yesterday afternoon, was arrested late in the 
evening at Dearborn and Randolph streets. 
At the time of the shooting Fodey eludcd the 
patrons of the saloon, who followed him by 
jumping on a street car, and it was not until 
several hours later that he was captured. 

Foley lies at the Presbyterian hospital, 
where it was said in the evening that he stood 
a slight chance of recovery. Fodey was 
taken to the hospital, where Foley identified 
him as the man who shot him. 

The shooting was the culmination of enmity 
which has existed between the two men, 
caused, it is said, by the young clerk's heavy 
losses at gambling. This bad feeling was 
inflamed Tuesday night, when Fodey became 
intoxicated in Foley's saloon and the saloon- 
keeper called the police and had him arrest- 


Victim Known as a Gambler. 

Foley is known for other things than his 
fame as the kceper of the resort under the 
Academy theater. He is reputed to be 
wealthy and is one of the handbook kings 
of the west side. He has been arrested more 
times than any other gambler in the city 
and when the police ambulance backed up 
to his place in the afternoon no one paid any 
attention to it, thinking it was another rald. 
In times of police activity his place has been 
raided as often as three times a week. 

The justice shop clerk, who is 26 years 
old and has been with Justice Doyle for eicht 
years, had been losing heavily on the races 
recently, his companions assert, and he 
blamed the saloonkeepcr for it. On Tues- 
day night he became wildly abusive. 

“You are a robber,“ he cried. ‘“‘ You think 
you own the west side, but I'll show you 
some day.“ At last Foley called in Police- 
man O'Rell and had the clerk taken to the 
station. He was booked under the name of 
John Campbell and his case was dismissed 
by Justice Dooley in the morning.

A movement to cleanse labor unions of 
“gun frays and “slugging’’ may be the 
sequel to the shooting Tuesday night of 
Thomas Kennedy by George J. Maguire at 
the meeting of the Painters and Decorators’ 
union. Leaders in the Federation of Labor 
announced that some action will be taken at 
the next meeting of the body to protect the 
name of organized labor erainst such stains 
as that brought by the affu t in labor row,“ 
on Randolph street. 

Maguire gave himself up to the police 
shortly after noon and was locked up at 
Central station. No effort was made by his 
friends to secure his release. 

In the meantime Maguire's victim, Thom- 
as Kennedy, is lying near death at the Chi- 
cago Emergency hospital. Kennedy revived 
in the morning, after a successful operation 
had been performed to remove the bullet 
from his head, but later in the day grew 
weaker. Physicians at the hospital late last 
night said he had only a slight chance of re- 
covering. 

Ceptured After Long Search. 

The capture of Maguire followed an all 
night search for him by detectives. James 
Hart, a partner of Maguire in the souvenir 
advertising business at 164 Randolph street, 
called up the police at 11 o'clock and said 
Maguire could be found in a saloon at Lake 
and Paulina streets. Detectives Dolan and 
Collins went to the saloon in company with 
Hart and made the arrest. 

Maguire was said to be still in an intox- 
icated condition and apparently had spent 
the night going from one saloon to another. 
He was benumbed, according to the detect- 
ives, and in no condition to make a state- 
ment. Later, when the police sought to draw 
him out on the story of the ehootirg of Ken- 
nedy. Maguire closed his mouth tightly and 
ret used to talk. 

I must see my lawyer first,“ he said.

Taken to Patient’s Bedside.

INDUSTRIES BOOM 


Secretary Job Tells Employers 
Conditions Here Are Best 
for Years. 


NEW PLANTS ARE COMING 


Old Ones Enlarging Instead of 
Removing, as Has Been 
Reported. 


Chicago now has fewer strikes and other 


| labor troubles than it has had for many 


years pest, according to a report made to the 
Employers’ association yesterday by Secre- 
tary Fred W. Job. The proof is given in the 
assertion that dozens of manufacturing es- 
tablishments and other industries are prepar- 
ing to locate in and about the city. 

Mr. Job in his statement lays the whole 
credit to the successful termination of the 
big teamsters’ strike of last summer. The 
victory for free use of the streets of Chicago, 
he declares, has demonstrated conclusively 
to the manufacturers, employers, and busi- 
ness men of Chicago—in fact, to the country 
at large—that this @ty is the best place 
safely and successfully to conduct business.“ 

“That labor conditions are much im- 
1 Mr. Job says in his report, “ is evi- 

enced from the many letters of inquiry re- 
ceived at this office from other cities through- 
out the country seeking information in re- 


| gard to locations along the railroad belt lines, 


the river, and the outskirts. . 

“From the tone of these letters I should 
judge that many concerns now located in 
other towns seriously contemplate coming 
here, and some of those which now maintain 
only branch offices intend locating their fac- 
tories in the immediate vicinity of Chicago. 
All tn all, it appears to me that the coming 
year will be a record breaker for Chicago in 
the way of industrial prosperity.” 


' Enlarging Instead of Leaving. 


Reports recently published that many in- 
dustries were on the point of leaving Chicago 
are refuted by Mr. Job's statements. He re- 
fers in particular to the Allis-Chalmers 
plants. Instead of moving away, he says. the 
company contemplates the enlargement of 
its factories at 680 Elston avenue and at 
Twelfth street and Washtenaw avenue. 

“Ten other establishments reported to have 
left the city,” the report continues, are still 
in Chicago, and have no intention whatever 
of removing. Some have located branch fac- 
tories in the outskirts, at Chicago Heights, 
Waukegan, or Hammond. 

Wulle in the early part of the year bulld- 
ingand manufacturing were not up to normal, 
owing principally to the unsettled ccnditions 
due to the teamsters’ strike, the latest sta- 
tistics compiled show that there have been 
more buildings erected than in any previous 
year in the history of Chicago. The output 
of factories has increased greatly, particu- 
larly tn the machinery and brass manufac- 
turing industries, in which the open shop’ 
has been established firmly during the year. 
Reports from the large mail orcer houses, 
wholesale dry goods and general merchandise 
houses, and the State street stores show that 
their business is 50 per cent better than in 
previous years. 


Carpenters Demand More Pay. 


One cloud appeared distantly on the labor 
horizon during the day. This was the de- 
cisicn of 10,500 union Carpenters to demand 
an increase in pay on April 1 of 5 cents an 
hour. At present the carpenters’ union scale 
is 50 cents an hour. Similar demards were 
presented last spring to the Building Con- 
tractors’ council by the Brotherhood of Car- 
penters and Joiners, but were waived in con- 
sideration of minor concessions. It was de- 
clared by union officiais that the wage in- 
crease will be insisted upon this year. 

The announcement of the proposed de- 
mand at this early day.“ «ald John J. Brit- 
tain, secretary of the Carpenters’ District 
couficil, “is for the purpose of giving the 
contractors, our employers, plenty of warn- 
ing to prepare for the change. 


“Independent” Printers Meet. 


“Independent "’ employers failed to come 
to a decision on the stand which they will 
take regarding the eight hour day demand 
Jan 1. by Typographica! union No. 16. Eight- 
een employers were represented at a meeting 
held in the Typothetz rooms in the Monad- 
nock building.

Childs & Co., stationers, at 200 Clark street. 
The threatened employment of a nonunion 
man led to the strike of fifteen union print- 
ers. 

New Year's cards bearing the motto“ Ring 
out the old, ring in the new were distrib- 
uted among independent " printers by the 
typographical union. The motto referred to 
the proposed change from a nine hour to an 
eight hour day on Jan. 1. 


BUILDING COMMISSIONER 
ACCUSED OF BREAKING LAW. 


Attorney Leo Lowenthal Says He Laid 
Evidence Before Last Grand Jury 
and Will Try Again with the Next. 


It wag reported yesterday that efforts had 
been made, during the sitting of the last 

rand jury, to obtain an indictment aga‘nst 

uliding Commissioner George Williams on 
a charge of malfeasance n office. Attorney 
Leo B. Lowenthal admitted last evening that 
he had asked for the indictment, and declared 
that he had evidence to lay before the next 
grand jury. 

According to Mr. Lowenthal, a permit to 
construct a building in violaticn of a city 
ordinance was granted to August Dohe, 1446 
North Halsted street. some monthe ago 
Acting for a client, Mr. Lowenthal called the 
matter to the attention of Commisricner 
Williams, he says, but the cfficial refused to 
act.

PROF. BEMIS TO ADVISE COUNCIL 
AFTER HE GETS FACTS. 


Gives Figures on Cost of Manufac- 
ture and Distribution in Other 
Cities and Compiles List of Quts- 
tions on Cost of Various Things 
Whieh He Asks Local Company te 
Auswer—To Report te the Commit- 
tee of Aldermen Tomorrow. 


Prof. Edward W. Bemis of Cleveland ap- 
peared before the council committee which 
is investigating the question of a reasonable 
price for gas in Chicago. He pleaded. how- 
ever, that he could not be tn a position te 
answer the main questions until he had some 
more definite information as to the local oon- 
ditions, and was given until tomorrow to 


His evidence, so far as it was given; went 
to show that the cost of the distribution 
of gas in twelve other cities of thie country, 
for which he had figures, was 17.58 cents a 
1,000 cubic feet. The figures of the People’s 
company for distribution are 21.71 cents. 

In the same twelve cities the cost of both 
manufacture and distribution 16 48.22 cents, 
this including taxes, while the Chicago com- 
pany says it costs 53.58 cents, 


Gives Figures for Toronto. 

Prof. Bemis also gave the figures for To- 
ronto, OCamada, saying the company there 
manufactured about one-tenth of the output 
of the Chicago plants. He figured the cost 
of distribution In Toronto at 17.28 cents, but 
James F. Meagher, for the People’s com- 
pany, differed with him, saying it should 
be 19.04. 

It cost more for coal in Toronto on ac- 
count of duty and freight charges than in 
Chicago, but labor is cheaper. In the Cana- 
dian city, explained Prof. Bemis, the com- 
pany is bound not to pay more than 10 per 
cent en its capital stock representing the 
actual cost of investment. The price to con- 
sumers is now 80 cents, but it would soon 
be cut to 75. 

The twelve American cities he cited are 
Buffalo, Locaport, and Long Branch, N. I., 
Columbus, O., Jackson and Grand Rapids, 
Mich., Milwaukee and Madison, Wis., St. 
aul, Minn., St. Louls and St. Joseph Mo., 
and Nebraska City, Neb. The gas works in 
these cities are all owned by what is known 
as the Emerson-McMillan syndicate and the 
figures were furnished by it to the federal 
bureau of labor. 

“ Would the cost of renewals and repairs 
in a small place Ike Nebraska City be as 
much a mile of main as in a city like Chi- 
cago?” asked Mr. Meagher. 

That is hard to say, replied Prof. Bemis. 
“Do you assume che soll is the same?’ 

“lam asking you as an expert. Can't you 
answer?” rejoined Mr. Meagher, and Prof. 
Bemis responded it would depend on local 
conditions. 

He then went on to say that before he 
could give absolute figures as to Chicago 
he must have information now presumably 
only in the possession of the gas company. 
Whether the company would give it to him 
or not Mr. Meagher would not say. 


Things He Wents to Know. 

The things the witness wanted to know he 
listed as follows: 

The price of gas oi] a gallon, and the number of 
gallons used a thousand cubic feet, the candle pow- 
er of their gas; whether they use anthracite coal or 
coke in their generators, the price a ton paid for 
coal amd all other data as to the cost, such as labor, 
maintenance, etc. 

The total amount of gas made in the generators 
and, the total amount of leakage, and the total 
amount of gas sold to the city and to private con- 
sumers. The cost of distribution and the cost of 
manufacture. 

Prof. Bemis said he has rever been con- 
nected with a gas company and that his in- 
formation is gathered froin investigations 
in which he has been employed.

‘SHE NEW YEAR’S WHISTLE NUISANCE. 
It has been the practice in Chicago, as in 
other cities, to acclaim the arrival of the new 
" year by a long and loud blowing of whistles. 
It is a stupid and barbarous custom. Those 
| who wish to see the new year come in can 
| tay up and await its coming. Those who do 
not care enough about the matter to stay up 
usually do not wish to be aroused in the mid- 
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surrectionists, or had been overwhelmed by 
them, the government would have met with 
a serious disaster. The victors would have 
proclaimed a republic with Moscow; the old 
capital of Russia, as its capital. There 
would have been an established revolution- 
ary government carrying on war against 
the imperial government. The infection of 
revolution would have been more likely to 
spread from city to city. 

The attempt to take possession of Mos- 
cow appears to have failed. The indomita- 
ble will of those who planned the attempt 
may not have been broken, but the ranks 
of the fighters fhust have been greatly 
thinned. Individual soldiers may be shot 
down who opportunity offers, but it may 
not be deemed expedient to resume the 
building of barricades. 

After what has happened in Moscow, 
where nearly yall the soldiers obeyed orders, 
there seems/o be no reason to question the 
ability of the government to maintain order 
at St. Petersburg. As long as it can dothat 
it need not give up hope, in spite of the in- 
surrection in the Baltic provinces, the dis- 
turbances in the Caucasus, the menacing 
attitude of the peasants, and the other diffi- 
culties that beset it. 

But the empire is being weakened by con- 
stant blood letting. It is on the road that 
leads to bankruptcy. There is no assur- 
ance that the firm resolve of the revolution- 
ists can be weakened, even by a bloody re- 
pulse like that at Moscow. If they cannot 
attack the government in one way they wij] 
in another. If they cannot overthrow its 
authority they will attempt to destroy its 
credit.

FOOTBALL. 

A football conference is to be held in New 
York City today. It will be attended by rep- 
resentatives of fifty-four colleges and uni- 
versites. In answer to an invitation to be 
present President Eliot of Harvard writes: 
“I think we must stop intercollegiate foot- 
ball for a time” in order “ to get rid of the 
bad spirit in which it is played.“ The pres- 
ent game, he says, is “intolerable.”’ It is. 
President Eliot summed up the case against 
it a month ago, when he wrote: 

Deaths and injuries are not the strongest argu- 
ments against football. That cheating and bru- 
tality are profitable is the main evil. 

The indictment is sufficient. It includes 
several counts, any one of which, if sus- 
tained, condemns the game. Brutality, not 
always resulting in death or injury, is a 
necessary incident of the game. Cheating 
is a sequence of brutality. Profit which 
accrues from brutality and cheating is a 
premium on dishonesty. 

The specific objections to the game are: 


| sidering the royal uniform a disgrace. It 
might be thought that the fact that a man 
enlists is taken to be an indication that he 
is too low in the social scale to be allowed to 
intrude into the presence of his officers, who 
in England are generally men of family and 
wealth. But in Germany even greater in- 
tolerance is shown, although there the sol- 
diers re conscripts from all classes of so- 
ciety and often superior to their officers in 
everything except military rank. The in- 
tolerance is therefore not entirely a social 
question, or a mere matter of clothes. It 
is due to an erroneous idea of the importance 
of the military power. It is a symptomofa 
state of society founded upon force, It is 
characteristic of a barbarian aristocracy 
and has no place in ademocracy. There are 
few traces of it in France, a military nation 
and yet a democratic one. ‘ 

If a judge refused to keep his seat in a 
public hall because a bailiff or constable hap- 
pened to sit near him, if a mayor or governor 
protested because a janitor or office boy 
came near, the absurdity of the high func- 
tionary’s sense of dignity would strike every 
one. The important little lieutenant is quite 
ats absurd. He has a right to resent familiar- 
ity or impudence, which are prejudicial to 
discipline, but at the counter of the play- 
house the sergeant’s money is as good as his, 
and the players may find the sergeant a more 
appreciative auditor. A decent man who 
respects himself and does not consider him- 
self disgraced by wearing the uniform of 
the United States army has a right to the 
protection of the military court against in- 
sults from other wearers of the uniform.

ING EDWARD'S new master of the’

a prejudice all the more unreasonable in 
view of the fact that the wealth of his family 
mainly is derived from his ownership of real 
estate, as ground landlord of the greater 
portion of Liverpool, a city which is largely 
indebted for its immense wealth and pros- 
perity to America, especially to American 
trade. . 

With all that the fourth Lord Sefton was 
a, wonderfully fine character, and renowned 
for his lofty senee of honor. This is, in- 
deed, a trait of the family. The second earl 
almost ruined himself in order to pay his 
debts. of honor, while the fourth earl 
that is to say, the father of the present Lord 
Sefton, brought up in the same strict school 
was the most punctilious man in England 
about all questions relating to honor and to 
sport. He insisted upon everything being 
open, aboveboard, and straight, and wasthe 
terror of those members of the gilded youth 
who think it quite permissible (o play or 
bet beyond their means, and then, if they 
lose, to ask for time, professing their inability 
to pay. He undertook the social execution 
of quite a number of young men of this 
kind who at one time figured in the London 
great world, and few who were present on 
the occasion can forget his arraignment of 
the late Lord D— for an offense of thie 
nature at Croxteth hall, his splendid country 
peat, near Liverpool, during the course of 
a house party in connection with the Stock- 
bridge races, at which King Edward, then 
prince of Wales, was present. 

Lord Sefton arose from the card table, put 
his back to the door, and, having asked his 
royal guest's pardon for being compelled to 
make use in his presence of language #0 pain- 
fully free, gave utterance to some of the 
most terse and highly flavored English that 
ever has fallen from the Nps of a strictly 
honest man in a paroxyem of indignation at 
the eight, of an act which he regarded as 
dishonorable. The following day Lord D— 
left England for France,\ where this gifted 
but misguided heir to an ilbustrious name 
and tithe remained more of less of a social 
pariah until the time of his death. The fourth 
Lord Sefton, indeed, was one of the most 
dreaded watchdogs and deodorizers of Eng- 
lish society. 

— 

The present Lord Sefton, like his father, 
is descended from William de Molines, who 
was one of the Norman nobles in the train of 
William the Conqueror, and who figures 
eighteenth in order upon the roll of Battle 
abbey. He received a grant of the manor 
of Sephton, or Sefton, in Lancashire, and 
from that time forth, throughout the subse- 
quent eight centuries, the Molyneux of Sef- 
ton always have played a prominent part in 
English history, and have been identified 
with Laneaghire. It was not, however, until 
the reign of King Charles I. that they were 
raised to the peerage, and it was the first 
Lord Molyneux who secured from that ill 
fated monarch the lordship of Liverpool for 
the trifling sum of a couple of thousand

Prof. Taussig, who is 
president of the association took the view 
that the worship of wealth is diminishing 
and the respect for public service increasing. 
Prof. Taussig said: 

The — for wealth ls not a simple mo- 
tive, but a complex one, made up of all sorts 
of differing passione and instincts. The sev- 
eral aspects or constituent elements of this 
complex desire may be analysed under four 
heads: First, love of ease and comfort; sec- 
ond, desire for distinction; third, the impulse 
to activity; fourth, the passion for power and 
mastery. . 

“ Of the first of these, the love of ease and 
comfort, little need be said, both because the 
motive itself ie simple and obvious and be- 
cause it seems to play no great part in our 
problem. Far more effective is the desire for 
distinction, a motive so all pervading that, 
like the pressure of the air, it acts on us with- 
out our being conscious of its power. 

“Doubtless the form of the love of dis- 
tinction which is most widely felt is the de- 
sire for social superiority—using the word 
social in its narrow, conventional sense. 
Each layer in society: deems itself better than 
that below, and wishes to be as well thought 
of as that above. Each set decks itself with 
those outward symbols, from starched linen 
to stately mansions, which proclaim to the 
onlooker what stage of worldly advance- 
ment has been obtained. 

— 


Snobbery Much in Evidence. 

The snobbery. of the race, however flout- 
ed by the satirist, persists in undiminished 
strength. And this is a factor of the first im- 
portance in the economic world. Itisa prime 
motive for the accumulation of wealth, and so 
for the increase of the community's capital. 
Tt ig not easy to say just in what way and to 
what degree the love of distinction in this 
form affects the captain in industry. In the 
infinite shades of variety im human nature, 
many no doubt get a real zest of enjoyment 
from the paraphernalia of riches, while as 
many more go through the motions with 
weary impatience. But it is probable that 
in all cases there is some admixture of other 
motives; and in many cases doubtless there 
is a predominance of other motives. 

Among these other motives we may next 
consider the impulse for activity; the inevi- 
table wish of the active and healthy man to 
be up and doing. Sports and recreation pall, 
when pursued, not to vary the work of the 
world, but as occupations in themselves. A 
fortunate few only can find a resource in 
creatiye intellectual work. Your business 
man, however successful in business, has 
commonly no marked aptitudes in other di- 
rections, and has no other resource than to 
go with businesa He continues to scheme and 
work largely from the need of ‘giving vent to 
his energies. No other occupation is so in- 
teresting and absorbifig as money making,

The rules should be modified 
in such a way that injuries will be less likely 
to occur. 

If the football conference should vote for 
the suspension of intercollegiate games for a 
season or two, and if the educational insti- 
tutions not represented should concur in that 
policy, the student body will not be seriously 
harmed. The intermission will give the 
youth of the country a chance to take new 
bearings and to agree upon some form of 
sport that will not be demoralizing to colle 
gians nor injurious to those who take part

PROSPECT OF TWO STYLES OF COL-

stitutions at New York—Will Urge 
Appointment of Commfitee to Act 
with Veteran Rulemakers—If Lat- 
ter Decline Propositidn New Body 
Is Planned to Reform Sport. 


New York, Dec. 27.— [Special. ]—At the con- 
ference on football, called by New York uni- 
versity, to be held tomorrow at the Murray 
Hill hotel, there will be present, according 
to the latest figures, delegates from fifty- 
eight institutions. Dartmouth, Vanderbilt, 
Kenyon, West Point, and St. Francis Xavier 
sent acceptances today. It is possible a few 
more places of tnstruction will turn up in 
time to. be counted at roll call. 

This meeting is the result of an earlier con- 
clave called by New York university, at 
which were represented the eleven institu- 
tions which had been rivals of New York 
university in football from 1895 to the pres- 
ent time. 

An unexpected vital move was made today 
by West Point in a letter addressed by Gen. 
A. L. Mills, superintendent of the military 
academy, to Chancellor MacCracken, stating 
the conditions under which Capt. Palmer E. 
Pierce, the army's delegate, is to attend the 
meeting. Those who heard of the instruc- 
tions to Capt. Pierce think ff the regulation 
rules committee refuses the offer to consoll- 
date with the rules committee which it is 
proposed to elect at the Murray Hill confer- 
enoe, there may be a break between two sets 
of colleges and the game may be split apart 
by the fact that there will be teams playing 
under different sets of rules, so that It will 
be impossible to meet each other in sched- 
uled games. 


Soldiers’ Counsel Approved. 


Throughout the earlier movements of this 
conference it was pointed out that West Point 
was taking the guiding hand, that only 
through the influence of the soldier delegates 
was the conference saved from foolish blund 
ers at the start. It is considered plain from 
what is contained in the letter of Gen. Milis 
that West Point's influence is going to be 
strong tomorrow, and that Columbia and New 
York university, which had the idea of man- 
aging the affairs of the conven..on and lead 
ing the football reform movement, will be left 
to follow on or not, just as they choose. 

Gen. A. L. Millis’ note to Chancellor Mac- 
Cracken, chairman of the conference of 
twelve colleges, is as follows: 

My Dear Sir: I bave the honor to inform 
you Capt. Palmer E. Pierce has been ap- 
pointed as the military academy's delega- 
tion to the national football con.erence of the 
universities and colleges called to meet at 
the Murray Hil! hotel in New York on Dec. 28.

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WHEAT PRICE TURNS DOWN 


BIG RECEIPTS NORTHWEST A PO- 
TENT FACTOR 


Stocks Accumulating Fast at Minne- 
apolis and Milling Demand Slow at 
the Moment—Liverpool Weak on 
Favorable Argentine Harvest News, 
but There Are Contradictions—Corn 
and Oats Firm on Reduced Arrivals 
~—Provision Prices Follow Hogs. 


Weakness in Liverpool and large receipts 
in the northwest started the local wheat 
market easy at a loss of %c for May. There 
was an added break of %@%c on heavy 
selling by houses with northwestern connec- 
tions supposed to be the putting out of hedges 
against cash grain. This carried the May 
price to 86%-%c, but around 87c there was 
a good commission demand and support by 
local interests, which closed the market a 
shade higher than the even figure at 87%c 
bid, a net loss of %-4c for the day. 

The loss at Liverpool, %-%d, was due to 
favorable reports of the Argentine harvest, 
and there were several turns in the price here 
on Argentine news. A direct cable predicted 
heavy shipments would begin by Jan. 15, 
earlier than usual. The Liverpool report ofa 
larger crop than last year was contradicted 
by an estimate by way of London declaring 
the harvest disappointing and the export- 
able surplus not over 88,000,000 bu instead 
of the 110,000,000 bu or more expected. 

Continental markets showed little change. 
Paris e lower, Berlin Me higher, and Buda- 
pest %c higher. On passage cargoes were 
reported firm with few offers. Bradstreet's 
reported a decrease of 711,000 bu in world’s 
stocks for the week, about the same as last 


year 
Receipts Continue Heavy. 


Receipts at Minneapolis and Duluth were 
1,092 cars, compared with 431 a year ago. 
There were advices from that section of an 
easier car situation and predictions that the 
movement would continue liberal. Minne- 
apolis stocks increased 1,100,000 bu for four 
days, most of the mills being closed. Total 
primary receipts were 1,000,000 bu, com- 

pared with 587,000 bu last year. 

There was a slow cash trade here, local 
milling demand light, and sales to outside 
mills small, total transactions about 15,000 
bu. Demand was called slow at other west- 
ern markets, and there was no hint of am 
export inquiry. Seaboard clearances, were 
107,000 bu wheat and flour. 

The selling of wheat was led by Love, Dag- 
gett, Lake, and other houses with Minne- 
apolls wire connections. Armour and Prin- 
gle-Fitch-Rankin were moderate buyers 
around Se, and there was a scattered com- 
mission demand. Trade was of moderate vol- 
ume only. 

Advance in Corn. 

There Was a dull market in corn, but a firm 
one. Trade in December was extremely 
light, but offerings were less than require 
ments except at an advance. New Decem- 
ber gained q, while old December was up 
1%c at best, but closed %c higher for the 
day, at 47%o. The deferred deliveries gained 
. The cash market was firm to % higher, 
receipts being light, estimated at 222 cars. 
The inspection sheet for the previous day 
showed 654 cars in, with about 290,000 bu of 
contract grade from all sources. Primary re- 
ceipts were 1,242,000 bu, compared with 
1,603,000 bu last year. Shipping demand was 
moderate, sales 60,000 bu. Seaboard clear- 
ances were 818,000 bu, and 60,000 bu were 
taken at the seaboard for export. Liverpool 
futures were ed lower. There was clear, 
mild weather in the corn belt, but some 
showers predicted. Comstock and Kidston 
were buyers of May, Pringle a moderate 
seller on the advance. 


Oats Arrivals Light. 


Lighter country acceptances of oats, small 
receipts, only 93 cars estimated, and mod- 
erate buying of both December and May by 
cash houses forced higher prices, the current 
delivery gaining %c and the distant future 
1560. Cash prices were unchanged to 40 
higher. Shipping demand was moderate, 
sales 20,000 bu. Seaboard clearances were 
122,000 bu. There was buying of May by Up- 
dike and the Northern Grain company and 
of December by Armour. Bartlett-Frazier 
sold May. 

Provisions Sell Off. 


Hog prices at the yards were easier by Sc, 
and for once prices of product in the local 
pit were disposed to follow the figures on the 
live article without question. Prices were 
shaded at the opening and declined still more 
under selling by packers, rallying only slight- 
ly, and closing 12%c lower for pork, 7c to 
12%c lower for lard, and 2%c to 50 lower on 
ribs. There were 86,000 hogs in and 87,000 
estimated for today. Total western receipts 
were 98,000, compared with. 87,200 last year. 
Shipments of lard and meats were liberal, but 
new business in the cash market small. There 
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I INTERESTING TRADE GOSSIP ON *CHANGE. ei 


A vivid and vigorous how! is going up from 
people interested on the long side of Decem- 
ber corn and from cash grain men whose only 
interest is in maintaining the integrity and 
high repute of the Chicago inspection of 
grain, over a sudden laxity in the inspection 
of corn. For two days corn has been graded 
No. 2, and therefore been available for deliv- 


ery on December contracts and to swell the 


rapidly growing stock of contract corn which 
the December bulls will have to handle, which, 
last week, it is claimed, would not have been 
graded better than No. 8, or, in some in- 


| stances, than No. 4. The change in’ the in- 


spection was the result of instructions given 
out Saturday by Chief Grain Inspector 
Cowan. A great many complainte have been 
received at the state grain office by country 
shippers throughout Illinois that the grading 
was: too stiff. They had shipped choice corn 
which they expected to catch the contract 
grade and been disappointed. It is assumed 
Mr. Cowan has been impressed by these com- 
plaints, or by some other argument, and in- 
structed the inspectors to be a little less rigid. 
Mr. Cowan was out of the city over Christ- 
mas and had not returned yesterday, but 
some of his subordinates thought the track 
inspectors had interpreted his instructions a 
little too broadly. They graded as No. 2 corn 
which it is claimed contains 17 or 18 per cent 
of moisture, and could not safely be shipped 
in mild weather. The state department does 
not apply percentage test in determining the 
quality of corn, but the grain committee of 
the board of trade believe 15% per cent of 
moisture should be the maximum amount in 
No. 2 corn, and will take the matter up today 
with Mr. Cowan on his return. Chief As- 
sistant Inspector Smiley hae not changed his 
grading, and in cases where the track in- 
spectors have passed as No. 2 corn which he 
thought should not grade so high, he reduced 
the grad@ on samples being submitted to him. 
There was the usual differcrce of opinion 
among cash grain handlers. some claiming 
the letting down of the grade was an outrage, 
and others that it was still stiff enough, and 
that there would be no trouble in handling the 
corn. 


The famous July oats deal of 1902 has been 
settled out of court, Walte-Thorburn agree- 
ing to pay their outstanding contracts with 
Bartlett-Frazier on the basis of 57e for the 
new style contracts on which standard oats 
were deliverable, and 42c for the old style 
contracts on which mixed oats were deliv- 
erable. Waite-Thorburn, who were short 
oats, and refused to buy in their contracts in 
the pit or settle on the terms recommended 
by the board of trade officials or by private 
arbitration, claimed the demands of the longs 
were extortionate. The board of trade com- 
mittee named 64c as the settling price for new 
style contracts, and private arbitrators in 
other cases namedj57\%c. In the suit tried 
before Judge Chytraus 42c was the price 
fixed, but the decision was reversed by the 
Supreme court on the ground that the board 
of trade had the power to fix marginal prices 
and terms of settlement in case of defaults. 
Settlement will be made by Walite-Thorburn 
on the basis of Me, the price originally. 
named by private arbitration. 


The Northwestern Millersays: “ The Min- 
neapolis flour output last week decreased 60,- 
055 bris, to 258,935 bris, against 261,740 bris 
in 1904, and 117,185 in 1903. Fully one-half 
of the mills were idle today, and the output 
this week will be small.

INDIANA MILEAGE QUESTION. 


Executive Committee of Central Pas- 


senger Association Goes to Indian- | 
apolis to Meet Gov. Hanly to Con- | 
sider His Proposition for Book | 


Tickets at Flat Rate of 2 Cents a 
Mile on All Roads 
New Trackage of the Year 1905. 


The executive committee of the Central 


Passenger association, composed of E. A. 
Fc d. B. N. Austin, W. J. Lynch, C. S. Crane, 
and F. C. Donald, will leave today for In- 
dianapolis to confer with Gov. Hanly regard- 
ing the latter’s proposition that the rallroads 
in Indiana sell mileage tickets in that state 
at a flat rate of 2 cents a mile. 

The railroads, of course, are opposed to the 
proposition, for the reason that it would mean 


a universal rate of 2 cents a mile, as a mileage 
book good on trains at @ flat rate of 2 cents 
a mile could be used by everybody who had 
occasion to travel 1,000 miles to the year. | 


The roads would not object to 


usually a rate of less than 2 cents a mile is 
made. 

It is pointed out by the railroad men that 
last year’s annual report of the railroad com- 
mission of Indiana shows that the average 
earnings from passenger traffic in that state 
was 1 6-10 cents per mile. 

Do Not Support Gov. Hanly. 

Gov. Hanly is not supported in his position 
by the Travelers’ Protective association, 
which is composed of the traveling men of the 
commercial. houses in the country. They 
claim to prefer the present form of the Cen- 
tral Passenger association’s interchangea- 
ble mileage tickets, which give them a re- 
bate of 8344 per cent from the regular rates 
and saves employers from buying separate 
tickets over a number of individual roads. 

The railroad officials will try to satisfy Gov. 
Hanly that there is no demand and no neces- 
sity for such a ticket as he proposes. 

5,000 Miles of New Trackage. 

Accofding to figures compiled by the Rail- 
way Age, approximately 5,000 miles of new 
railroad have been constructed in the United 
States in 1905. Slow progress was made dur- 
* @ es first six months of the year, only 

es of track being laid up to July 1. 
— — the work has been pushed with 
vigor, with the result that there is now re- 
ported for the year 4,979 miles of new track 
laid on 8387 lines in forty-five states and ter- 
ritories. 

The new mileage of 1905 exceeds that of 
1904 by over 700. 

Motor Car Test Is Success. 

Officials of the Alton who are in Jackson- 
ville, III., testing a new gasoline motor car 
telegraphed the general offices yesterday 


| that the first trial had proved a great suc- 


cess. The start was made without any jolt 
and the car ran along smoothly at the rate 
of forty-five miles an hour. No smell from 
the gasoline could be detected in the car, 
and everything connected with its operation 
proved satisfactory.
